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INTRODUCTION, 


From  the  time  that  I  entered 
into  the  pradtice  of  medicine, 
and  faw  the  danger  to  which 
the  generality  of  thofe  who  had  the 
fmall-pox  in  the  natural  way  were 
expofed,  I  could  not  but  hncerely 
wilh,  with  every  fenhble  perfon  of 

the  faculty,  that  inoculation  might 
become  general. 

A  confidetable  fhare  of  employ¬ 
ment  in  this  branch  of  my  profef- 
fion  has  for  upwards  of  twenty  years 
occurred  to  me ;  and  altho’  I  have 
been  fo  fortunate  as  not  to  lofe  a 
patient  under  inoculation,  except 
one  perfon,  about  fourteen  years  ago, 
who  after  the  eruption  of  a  few 
diftindt  puflules  died  of  a  fever, 
which  I  efteemed  wholly  independant 
of  the  fmall-pox,  yet  I  muft  ac- 
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knowledge  that  in  forne  cafes  tlid 
lymptoms  have  coil:  me  not  a  little 
anxiety  for  the  event. 

t-  • 

Nor  have  the  fubfequent  effects 
of  this  pradice  always  been  fo  fa¬ 
vourable  as  one  could  wifh ;  and  tho’ 
far  from  equalling  thofe  which  too 
often  follow  the  natural  fmall-pox, 
either  in  felpe6t  to  difficulty  or  num¬ 
ber,  yet  they  fometimes  gave  no 
fmall  unealinefs  to  the  operator. 

It  cannot  likewife,  it  ought  not 
to  be  concealed,  that  fome  of  the  in¬ 
oculated  have  died  under  this  pro- 
cefs,  even  under  the  care  of  very  able 
and  experienced  praditioners.  But 
this  number  is  fo  fmall,  that,  when 
compared  with  the  mortality  at¬ 
tending  the  natural  fmall-pox,  it  is 
reduced  alraoft  to  a  cypher. 


Th'efe 
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Thefe  circumftanees,  however, 
tended  to  difcourage  the  operation 
in  home  degree.  Pradlitioners  were 
cautious  of  nrging  a  procefs,  of 
whofe  event  they  could  not  be  cer-r 
tain :  and  parents  who  were  fenfible 
enough  to  obferve,  that  tho’  the 
chance  was  greatly  in  their  favour, 
yet  as  a  blank  might  caft  up  againft 
them,  they  engaged  in  it  with  he-r 
htation. 

Humanity,  as  well  as  a  wifh  to 
promote  the  honour  and  advantage 
of  the  art  I  profefs,  made  me  ever 
attentive  to  the  improvement  of  this 
part  of  my  employment.  Diflatisfied 
with  the  common  methods,  I  had 
carefully  attended  to  the  circum- 
ftances  that  feemed  to  contribute  to 
the  good  or  ill  fuccefs  of  this  prac- 
tjice  in  the  courfe  of  my  own  buli- 
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nefs,  as  well  as  to  the  beft  infor¬ 
mation  I  could  get  of  the  fuccefs  of> 
others. 

Many  fads  had  induced  me  to 
think  that  regimen,  preparation, 
and  management  would  do  much : 
that  as  the  difeafe  was  of  an  inflam¬ 
matory  kind,  a  cooling  regimen 
mufl:  certainly  for  the  moft  part  be 
reafonable.  Some  faint  eflays  were 
made  to  try  how  far  this  fentiment 
might  be  juft.  But  thofe  who  are 
the  beft  acquainted  with  the  firft 
aphorifm  of  Hippocrates,  wall  be 
the  firft  in  juftifying  a  cautious  pro^ 
cedufe,  where  the  objed  is  no  lefs 
than  the  life  of  an  individual. 

In  this  fituation  I  firft  heard,  and 
with  the  utmoft  latisfadion,  that 
in  fome  parts  of  the  nation,  a  new 

and 


and  more  fuccefsful  method  of  in¬ 
oculating  was  difcovered,  than 
had  hitherto  been  pradtifed.  The 
relators  gave  incredible  accounts  of 

the  fuccefs,  which  was  the  more 

$ 

marvellous,  as  the  operators  were 
chiefly  fuch,  as  by  report  could  lay 
but  little  claim  to  medical  erudition, 

.  Knowing  that  improvements 
which  would  do  honour  to  the  moft 
elevated  human  underftandings,  are 
fometimes  fliumbled-  upon  by  men 
of  more  confined  abilities ;  and  that 
in  medicine,  as  well  as  in  every 
other  circumftance  in  life,  it  is  our 
duty  to  avail  ourfelves  as  much  as 
poflible,  of  all  difcoveries  tending 
to  the  common 'benefit,  I  embraced 
every  juji  opportunity  of  informing 
myfelf  of  fadts,  circumftances,  and 
events,  that  either  public  fame, 


or 


or  more  precife  relations  brought  to 
me.  I  ufe  the  term  juji  opportu¬ 
nity^  becaufe,  if  I  am  not  mifinform- 
ed,  endeavours  have  been  ufed, 
inconhftent  with  equity  and  can-r 
dour,  to  rob  thofe  who  are  inti- 
tied  to  our  gratitude  for  affifting 
us  in  this  important  proeefs,  of 
that  fhare  of  private  .emolument 
which  is  their  due,  let  their  title  to 
the  difcovery  be  ever  fo  paradoxical 

.  To  expofe  patients,  even  in  the 
inoculated  fmall  pox,  to  all  weathers, 
was  a  thing  unheard  of.  To  per^ 
mit  them  through  the  whole  pro- 
grefs  of  the  difeafe  to  go  abroad,  and 
follow  their  ufual  vocations,  and 
that  they  fliould  neither  fuffer  any 
prefent  evil,  nor  experience  any  dif- 
agreeable  conlequencesywas  flillmore 
furprizingj  yet  an  infinite  number  of 

inftances 
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inftances  have  confirmed  all  this ;  and 
fome  of  thefe  inftances  will  appear 
in  the  fequel  of  this  performance. 

The  defign  of  this  treatife  is  to 
bring  the  pradice  flill  one  ftep 
nearer  to  perfedion,  and  leflen  the 
ravages  of  a  diftemper,  which  is 
not  a  native  of  Britain,  but,  like 
the  plague,  has  been  imported  from 
a  foreign  country,  and  demands  the 
exertion  of  all  the  powers  we  are 
poflefled  of,  either  to  exterminate  it 
from  amongft  us,  which  perhaps  is 
not  pradicable,  or  to  render  it  lefs 
unlafe,  il  not  wholly  without  diffi¬ 
culty  or  danger. 

The  following  diredions  for  this 
purpofe,  are  the  refult  of  an  exten- 
five  pradice :  and  if  a  ftrong  per- 

fiiafion  of  the  truth  of  what  he 
writes,  founded,  on  repeated  trials, 

and 
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and  impartial  obfervations,  ffiould 
have  led  the  author  to  exprefs  him- 
felf  in  a  very  fanguine  manner,  the 
future  experience  of  others  he  trufts 
will  be  his  juftification,

Of  the  Age,  Constitution,  and 
Season  of  the  Year  proper  for 

'iNOCULATIONi,

« 

Be  F  O  R.  E  I  proceed  to  defcribe  the 
regimen  and  preparatives,  it  may  not 
be  improper  to  mention  what  has 
occurred  to  me  in  refped:  to  the  moft  fuit- 
able  age  and  conftitution  for  inoculation, 
and  iikewife  what  feafons  feem  to  be  more 
or  lefs  favourable  for  the  pradice. 

In  regard  to  age,  where  it  is  left  to  my 
choice,  I  decline  inoculating  children  under 
two  years  old.  I  know  the  common  prac¬ 
tice  is  againft  me  in  this  particular;  but  my 
reafons  for  rejefting  fuch  are  founded  on  ob- 
fervation  and  experience.  I  have,  indeed, 
lately  inoculated  many  under  this  age,  at 
the  preffing  entreaties  of  their  parents,  and 
they  have  all  done  well.  But  it  muft  be 
conlklered,  that  young  children  are  expofed 

C  to 
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to  all  the  hazards  of  dentition,  fevers,  fluxes, 
convulfions,  and  other  accidents,  fufticiently 
difficult  in  themfelves  to  manage  in  fuch 
tender  fubjedts,  infomuch  that  fcarce  two 
in  three  of  all  that  are  born  live  to  be  two 
years  old,  as  is  demonftrable  from  the  Bills 
of  Mortality. 

Befides  convulfive  paroxyfms  often  .ac¬ 
company  the  variolous  eruptive  fever  in 
children ;  and  tho’  generally  looked  upon  in 
no  unfavourable  light,  as  often  preceding 
a  diftindl  kind  of  fmall-pox,  yet  they  are 
at  all  times  attended  with  fome  degree  of 
dangers  nay,  many,  it  is  well  known, 
have  expired  under  them ;  while  others, 
who  have  flruggled  through  with  great 
'difficulty,  have  been  fo  debilitated,  and 
their  faculties  fo  impaired,  that  theeffedls 
have  been  perceptible  during  the  remain¬ 
ing  part  of  their  lives. 

And  even  admitting  the  eruption  to  be 
favourable,  and  not  attended  with  any  fuch 
alarm,  yet  fhould  a  larger  number  of  puflules 
than  ufual  appear,  or  any  untoward fymptom 
happen,  and  require  medical  help,  the  un- 

.  .  happy 
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happy  fufferer  is  much  too  young  to  be  pre¬ 
vailed  on  to  take  unpalatable  medicines,  or 
fubmit  to  other  neceffary  meafures,  by  per- 
fuafions,  menaces,  or  bribes.  I  have  often 
been  prefent  at  afflidling  fcenes  of  this  na¬ 
ture  ;  and  have  reafon  to  think  that  many 
children  have  died  of  the  fmall-pox  in  the 
natural  way,  merely  from  the  impoffibility 
of  prevailing  upon  them  to  comply  with 
what  was  proper  in  cafes  where  little  or  no 
danger  was  difcoverable,  either  from  the 
number  or  fpecies  of  the  puftules,  the  de¬ 
gree  of  fever,  or  any  other  apparent  caufe. 

It  muft  likewife  be  taken  into  conlide- 
ration,  that  young  children  have  ufually  a 
larger  fhare  of  puftules  from  inoculation, 
than  thofe  who  are  advanced  a  little  farther 
in  life  ;  and  that  under  this  circumftance  it 
is  well  known  many  have  died ;  and  the 
proportion  of  thefe,  fo  far  as  I  can  learn, 
is  too  great  to  encourage  a  continuance  in 
the  inoculation  of  young  children  ;  fo  that 
it  feems  moft  prudent  to  wait  till  this  dan¬ 
gerous  period  be  over,  efpecially  as  its  du¬ 
ration  is  fo  ftiort,  that  the  danger  of  their 
receiving  the  imall-pox  therein  in  the  natu- 

C  2  ral 
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ral  way  is  very  little ;  and  it  is  at  this  time 
much  more  eafy  to  preferve  them  from  it^ 
than  when  they  are  left  more  to  thernfelves^ 
and  may  be  more  in  the  way  of  infedlion. 
But  children  above  this  period  maybe  iiio-r 
culated  more  freely ;  nor  does  there  appear 
any  reafon  to  exxlude  healthy  adults  of  any 
age,  perfons  of  feventy  having  paffed  thro’ 
this  procefs  with  the  utmoft  eafe,  and  with¬ 
out  occafioning  the  lead;  painful  apprehenr 
fion  for  the  event. 

In  refpedl  to  conftitution  greater  li¬ 
berties  may  be  taken  than  have  heretofore 
been  judged  admiffible :  perfons  afflidled 
with  various  chronic  complaints,  of  fcro- 
phulous,  fcorbutic,  and  arthritic  habits ; 
perfons  of  unwieldy  corpulency,  and  of 
intemperate  and  irregular  lives,  have  all 
palfed  through  this  difeafe,  with  as  much 
eafe  and  fafety  as  the  mod  temperate, 
healthy,  and  regular.  But  ,thofe  who  la¬ 
bour  under  any  acute  or  critical  difeafes,  or 
their  effedls,  are  obvioufly  unfit  and  im¬ 
proper  fubjedts.  So  likewife  are  thofe 
where  there  are  evident  marks  of  corrofive 

acrimonious 
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acrimonious  humors,  or  where  there  is  a 
manifeft  debility  of  the  whole  frame  from 
inanition  or  any  other  caufe ;  all  thefe 
fhould  be  treated  in  a  proper  manner  pre¬ 
vious  to  the  introduftion  of  this  difeafe. 
Conftitutions  difpofed  to  frequent  returns 
of  intermittents,  feem  likewife  juftly  ex¬ 
ceptionable,  efpecially  as  the  preparatory 
regimen  may  in  fome  habits  increafe  this 
tendency.  I  have  known,  however,  inftances 
of  fevere  ague  fits  attacking  perfons  be¬ 
tween  the  infertion  of  the  matter  and  the 
eruption  of  the  ppck,  and  even  during  ma¬ 
turation,  when  the  bark  has  been  given  li¬ 
berally  and  with  fuccefs,  the  principal  bu- 
finefs,  in  the  mean  time,  fuffering  'no  injury 
or  interruption. 

Among  the  circumftances  generally  con- 
fidered  as  more  or  lefs  propitious  to  inocu¬ 
lation,  the  feafon  of  the  year  has  hitherto 
been  deemed  a  matter  of  fome  importance. 
Spring  and  autumn,  for  the  moft  part,  have 
been  recommended  as  being  the  moft 
temperate  feafons ;  the  cold  of  winter, 
and  the  fummer  heats,  having  been  judged 
unfavourable  for  this  procefs.  But  expe¬ 
rience 
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rience  does  not  juftify  thefe  opinions ;  for 
according  to  the  beft  obfcrvation  I  have 
been  able  to  make,  inoculated  perfons  have 
generally  had  more,  puftules  in  fpring  than 
at  any  other  time  of  the  year ^  and  epidemic 
difeafes  being  commonly  moft  frequent  in 
autumn,  efpecially  fluxes,  intermittents, 
and  ulcerated  fore  throats,  all  which  are 
liable  to  mix  more  or  lefs  with  the  fmall- 
pox,  the  autumn,  upon  this  account,  does 
not  feem  to  be  the  mofl:  favourable  feafon 

I 

in  general. 


,My  opinion  is,  that  confidering  the  furpri- 
zing  and  indifputable  benefits  arifing  at  all 
times  to  patients  in  the  fmall-pox,  from  the 
free  admifiion  of  freih  cool  air  and  evacua¬ 
tions  which  will  appear  from  fome  cafes- 
hereafter  fubjoined,  wc  may  fafely  inoculate 
in  allfeafons  provided,  care  be  taken  tofereen 
the  patients  as  much  as  poflible  from  heat  in 
fummer,  and  to  prevent  them  from  keeping 
themfelves  too  warm,  and  too  much  fnut  up, 
as  they  are  naturally  difpofed  to  do,  from  the 
weather  in  winter.  And  it  is  well  known, 
that  many  have  been  inoculated  in  the 
depth  of  winter,  and  fome  during  the 

greateft 
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greateft  heat  in  fummer,  without  fuffering 
any  injury  or  inconvenience  from  either. 


When  feafons,  however,  are  marked 
with  any  peculiar  epidemics,  of  fuch  a  kind 
efpecially  as  may  render  a  mild  difeafe  more 
untradlable,  it  may  perhaps  be  mod  pru¬ 
dent  not  to  inoculate  while  fuch  difeafes 
are  prevalent. 


An  eminent  phylician  of  my  acquaintance 
in  London,  at  that  time  in  coniiderable 
bufinefs,  informed  me,  that  in  the  year 
1756  the  fmall-pox  were  very  rife,  in  the 
fummer  of  that  year  efpecially.  That  in 
mod  of  them  the  throat 'was  fo  much  af- 
fedted,  that  about  the  feventh  day  from  the 
eruption,  when  they  ought  to  have  taken 
liquors  in  abundance,  they  could  not  fwal- 
low  a  drop.  The  ptyalifm  was  in  the  mean 
time  copious ;  and  the  kind  being  for  the 
mod  part  confluent,  they  died  on  the  tenth 
or  eleventh  day ;  and  thofe  who  perifhed 
of  this  didemper,  and  much  the  majority 
perifhed,  all  foffered  from  this  caufe.  This 
indance  is  only  given  to  diew  the  neceflity 
of  regarding  the  general  date  of  epidemics 
5  when. 
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when  we  go  into  this  operation ;  and  to 
excite  thofe  who  are  friends  to  this  moft 
beneficial  difcovery,  to  ufe  every  means  in 
their  power  to  provide  againfl:  a  fingle  in- 
fiance  of  ill  fuccefs. 


Of 
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Of  the  Preparation.  , 

IN  direding  the  preparatory  reglmerij  I 
principally  aim  at  thefe  points :  to  re¬ 
duce  the  patient,  if  in  high  health,  to  a 
low  and  more  fecure  ftate ;  to  ftrengthen 
the  conftitution  if  too  low  3  to  corredl  what 
appears  vitiated,  and  to  clear  the  ftomach 


and  bowels,  as  much  as  may  be,  from  all 
crudities  and  their  Effedls.  With  this 
yiew,  I  order  fuch  of  my  patients  as  confti- 
tute  the  firft  clafs,  and  who  are  by  much  the 
majority,  to  live  in  the  following  manner  : 
to  abftain  from  all  animal  food,  including 
broths,  alfo  butter  and  cheefe,  and  from  all 
fermented  liquors,  excepting  fmall  beer, 
which  is  allowed  iparingly,'  and  from  all 
fpices,  and  whatever  poffefles  a  manifeft 


The  diet  is  to  confift  of 
pudding,  gruel,  fago,  milk,  rice-milk. 


fruit  pyes,  greens,  roots,  and  vegetables  of 
all  the  kinds  in  feafon,  prepared  or  raw. 
Eggs,  tho’  not  to  be  eat  alone,  are  allowed 
in  puddings,  and  butter  in  pye-crufl ;  the

patients 
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pati,«nts  are  to  be  careful  that  they  do  not 
eat  fuch  a  quantity  as  to  overload  their 

ftomachs^  even  of  this  kind  of  food.  Tea^ 
coffeC;,  or  chocolate  are  permitted  for  break-^ 

faft,  to  thofe  who  choofe  or  are  accuftomed 
to  them. 

In  this  manner  they  are  to  proceed  about 
nine  or  ten  days  before  the  operation  5  dur¬ 
ing  which  period,  at  nearly  equal  diftances, 
they  are  direfted  to  take  three  dofes  of  th@ 
following  pov/der,  either  made  into  pills,  o|r 
mixed  with  a  little  fyrup  or  jelly,  at  bed¬ 
time,  and  a  dofe  of  Glauber's  fait,  dif- 
folved  in  thin  water-gruel,  each  fijcceeding 
morning. 

The  powder  is  compofed  of  eight  grains 
of  calomel,  the  fame  quantity  of  the  com¬ 
pound  powder  of  crabs  claws,  and  one 
eighth  part  of  a  grain  of  emetic  tarar.  In- 
ftead  of  emetic  tartar,  I  have  fpmetimes 
fubflltnted  two 'grains  of  precipitated  ful- 
phur  of  antimony.  In  order  to  facilitate  the 
divifion  pf  the  dofes  a  large  quantity  is  pre¬ 
pared  at  once,  and  great  care  taken  that 
the  mi^tture  is  well  perforrned. 


Tills 
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This  quantity  is  ufually  fufficient  for 
a  healthy  ftrong  man ;  and  the  dofe  muft 
be  lelTened  for  women  or  children  according 
to  their  age  and  ftrength,  as  well  as  for 
perfons  advanced  in  years. 

The  firfl:  dofe  is  commonly  ordered 
the  commencement  of  the  courfe ;  the  fe- 
cond,  three  or  four  days  after;  and  the  third, 
about  the  eighth  or  ninth  day ;  and  I  chufe 
to  inoculate  the  day  after  the  laft  dofe  has 
been  taken.  On  the  days  of  purging,  broths 
are  allowed,  and  the  patients  are  defired  to 
abftain  from  unprepared  vegetables. 

f 

What  has  hitherto  been  faid  concerning: 
the  preparation,  muft  beconfidered  as  proper 
only  for  the  young  or  middle  aged,  in  a  good 
ftate  of  health  ;  but  among  thofe  who  are 
delirous  of  inoculation  are  often  found  ten¬ 
der,  delicate,  and  weakly  women^  men  of 
bad  ftamina,  valetudinarians  by  conftitution, 
by  illnefs,  or  intemperance,  alfo  aged  perfons 
and  children ;  and  for  thefe  a  very  different 
treatment  is  direded;  a  milder  courfe  of 

D  2  medicine. 
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medicine,  rather  of  the  alterative  than  pur¬ 
gative  kind,  is  here  preferable^  and  in 
many  inftances,  an  indulgence  in  fome  light 
animal  food,  with  a  glafs  or  two  of  wine 
in  cafe  of  lownefs,  is  not  only  allowable^ 
but  neceffary  to  fupport  a  proper  degree  of 
fcrength,  efpecially  in  advanced  age. 

Children  whofe  bowels  are  often  tender, 
and  ought  not  be  ruffled  by  ftrong  purges, 
yet  require  a  mild  mercurial,  and  bear  it 
well  :  belides  emptying  the  bowels  of  cru¬ 
dities,  it  is^  a  good  fecurity  againft  worms 
and  their  effedts,  which  are  fometimes  of 
themfelves  perplexing  enough,  and  produce 
very  alarming  and  even  fatal  diforders. 

Indeed  the  particular  ftate  of  health  of' 
every  perfon  entering  upon  the  preparatory 
courfe  fhould  be  inquired  into  and  confi- 
dered.  Inattention  to  this  has,  I  am  fatif- 
fied,  done  great  mifchief,  and  particularly 
the  indifcreet  ufe  of  mercurials,  whereby 
a  falivation  has  often  been  raifed,  to  the 
rifque  of  impairing  good  conftitutions,  and 
the  ruin  of  fuch  as  were  previoully  weak 
and  infirm.  The  diftindtions  and  treat¬ 
ment 
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nient  necelTary,  will  be  obvious  to  thofe 
who  are  acquainted  with  the  animal  ceco- 
nomy  and  medical  practice. 

I 

The  time  of  menftruation  has  generally 
heen  the  guide  in  refped:  to  the  inoculation 
of  women ;  that  the  whole  of  the  difeafe 
might  be  over  within  the  menftrual  period* 
This  I  commonly  obferve,  when  I  can 
chufe  my  time  without  any  inconvenience^, 
and  inoculate  foon  after  the  evacuation 
ceafes  :  tho’  I  have  no  reafon  to  decline  per¬ 
forming  the  operation  at  any  time,  as  I  can 
produce  many  examples  in  which  no  in¬ 
convenience  has  arifen,  nor  any  difference 
been  obfervable,  when  this  circumftance 
has  been  difregarded. 

Women  with  child  have  likewife  been 
inoculated  and  done  well,  yet  fome  parti¬ 
cular  emergency  fhould  be  pleaded  in  ex- 
cufe  for  it  in  their  fituation,  as  it  may 
be  attended  with  fome  hazard.  I  have 
not  inoculated  any  woman  whom  I  knew 
to  be  pregnant ;  but  fome  who  conceal¬ 
ed  their  pregnancy  have  been  inoculated 

by 
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by  me^  who,  I  fancy,  hoped  for  an  event 
that  did  not  happen,  I  mean  mifcarriages  ^ 

one  of  thefe  had  a  child  born  nine  weeks 

» 

after  inoculation,  at  the  full  time,  with 
diftindl  marks  of  the  difeafe,  tho’  the 
ther  had  very  few  eruptions. 
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Of  Infection. 

The  manner  of  communicating  this 
diftemper  by  inoculation  in  this  - 
country,  has  of  late  been  the  following':  A 
thread  is  drawn  thro’  a  ripe  puftule,  and 
well  moiftened  with  the  matter  :  a  piece 
of  this  thread  is  infznuated  into  a  fuperficial 
incifion  made  in  one  or  both  arms,  near 
the  part  where  iffues  are  ufually  fixed;  this 
thread  is  covered  with  a  plaifter,  and  there 
left  for  a  day  or  two.  This  is  the  mod:  • 
ufual  way,  tho’  others  have  been  pradifed 
by  feveral  in  the  profeffion. 

At  prefent,  very  different  methods  are 
purfued ;  two  of  which,  that  vary  in  fome 
refpedls,  I  have  frequently  pradtifed,  and 
fhall  defcribe ;  but  the  following  has  been  | 
fo  invariably  fucoefsful  as  to  induce  me  to 
give  it  the  preference. 

The  patient  to  be  infedled  being  in  the 
fame  houfe,  and,  if  no  objedtion  is  made  to 

it 
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it,  in  the  fame  room,  with  one  who  has 
the  difeafe,  a  little  of  the  variolous  mat¬ 
ter  is  taken  from  the  place  of  infertion,  if 
the  fubjedt  is  under  inoculation  ;  or  a  ripe 
puftule,  if  in  the  natural  way,  on  the  point 
of  a  lancet,  fo  that  both  fides  of  the  point 
are  moiftened. 

0 

/ 

Vv^ith  this  lancet  an  incilion  is  made  in 
that  part  of  the  arm  where  ilTues  are  ufually 
placed,  deep  enough  to  pafs  through  the 
fcarf  ikin,  and  juft  to  touch  the  ikin  itfelf, 
and  in  length  as  fhort  as  poffible,  not  more 
than  one  eighth  of  an  inch. 

The  little  wound  being  then  ftretched 
open  betv/een  the  finger  and  thumb  of  the 
operator,  the  incifion  is  moiftened  with 
the  matter,  by  gently  touching  it  with  the 
flat  fide  of  the  infedted  lancet.  This  ope¬ 
ration  is  generally  performed  in  both  arms, 
and  fometimes  in  -two  places  in  one  arm, 
a  little  diftant  from  each  other.  For  as 
I  have  not  obferved  any  inconvenience 
from  two  or  three  incifions,  I  feldom  truft 
to  one,  that  neither  I  nor  my  patient  may 
be  under  any  doubt  about  the  fuccefs  of 

the 
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the  operation  from  its  being  performed  in 
one  place  only. 

I  have  alfo  tried  the  following  method, 
with  the  fame  fuccefs  as  that  above  de- 
fcribed,  but  do  not  fo  well  approve  of  it, 
becaufe  I  have  been  credibly  informed  that 
it  has  fometimes  failed  in  the  pradlice  of 
others.  A  lancet  being  moiftened  with 
the  variolous  fluid  in  the  fame  manner  as 
in  the  other,  is  gently  introduced  in  an 
oblique  manner  between  the  fcarf  and  true 
Ikin,  and  the  finger  of  the  operator  is  ap¬ 
plied  on  the  point,  in  order  to  wipe  off  the 
infeftion  from  the  lancet,  when  it  is  with¬ 
drawn.  In  this  method,  as  well  as  in  the 
former,  a  little  blood  will  fometimes  ap¬ 
pear;  but  I  neither  draw  blood  with  defign, 
nor  do  I  think  it  necefiary  to  wipe  it  off 
before  the  matter  is  introduced. 

In  both  thefe  ways  of  inoculating,  nei¬ 
ther  plaifter,  bandage,  or  covering  is  ap- 
lied,  or  in  any  refped:  neceflary. 
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Thefe  methods  of  producing  the  difeafe 
never  once  have  failed  me  :  and  experience 
has  fufiiciently  proved,  that  there  is  no  dan¬ 
ger  from  additional  infedtion  by  the  natural 
difeafe  at  the  fame  time.  I  therefore  make 
no  fcruple  of  having  the  perfon  to  be  ino¬ 
culated,  and  the  patient  from  whom  the 
infedtion  is  to  be  taken,  in  the  fame  room ; 
nor  have  ever  perceived  any  ill  confequences 
attending  it.  But  I  advife  the  inoculated 
patients  (tho’  perhaps  there  is  no  neceffity 
for  that  precaution)  to  be  afterwards  fepa- 
rated  from  places  of  infedtion  till  certain 
ligns  of  fuccefs  appear,  when  all  reftraint 
is  removed,  there  being  no  danger  from  ac¬ 
cumulation. 

It  feems  to  be  of  no  confequence  whe¬ 
ther  infedling  matter  be  taken  from  the 
natural  or  inoculated  fmall  pox,  I  have  ufed 
both,  and  never  have  been  able  to  difcover 
the  lead  difFerende,  either  in  point  of  cer¬ 
tainty  of  infedtion,  the  progrefs,  or  the 
event ;  and  therefore  I  take  the  infedtion 
from  either,  as  opportunity  offers,  or  at  the 
option  of  my  patients  or  their  friends. 

.  Nor 
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Nor  is  it  of  confequence  whether  the 
matter  be  taken  before  .or  at  the  crilis  of 
the  diftemper.  It  is,  I  believe,  generally 

fuppofed,  that  the  fmall  pox  is  not  in- 
fedlious  till  after  the  matter  has  acquired  a 
certain  degree  of  maturity ;  and  in  the  com¬ 
mon  method  of  inoculation,  this  is  much 
attended  to ;  and  when  the  operation  has 
failed,  it  has  commonly  been  aferibed  to  the 
unripenefs  of  the  matter. 

But  it  appears  very  clearly  from  the 
prefent  practice  of  inoculation  that  fo  foon 
as  any  moifture  can  be  taken  from  the  in¬ 
fected  part  of  an  inoculated  patient,  pre¬ 
vious  to  the  appearance  of  any  puftules, 
and  even  previous  to  the  eruptive  fever, 
this  moifture  is  capable  of  communicating 
the  fmall  pox  with  the  utmoft  certainty.  I 
have  taken  a  little  clear  fluid  from  the  ele¬ 
vated  pellicle  on  the  incifed  part,  even  fo 
early  as  the  fourth  day  after  the  operation ; 
and  have  at  other  times  ufed  matter  fully 
digefted  after  the  crifis,  with  equal  fuccefs. 

I  chufe,  however,  in  general,  to  take  mat¬ 
ter  for  infection  during  the  fever  of  erup- 
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tion,  as  I  fuppofe  it  at  that  time  to  have 
its  utmofi:  adivity. 

In  all  cafes  when  I  take  matter  from  an 
inoculated  perfon,  it  is  from  the  place  where 
it  was  iiiferted  ^  as  I  am  always  fare  to  find 
infedion  there  if  the  difeafe  fucceeds,  and 
always  of  fufiicient  energy. 

It  may  appear  ftrange  that  no  bandage, 
dreffing,  or  application  whatfoever,  is  made 
ufe  of  to  the  part  infeded.  But  that  the 
moft  fimple  incifion  being  made,  and 
moiftened  v/ith  the  fmalleft  particle  of  the 
recent  fluid  matter,  die  whole  is  committed 
to  nature.  This  method  is  however  per- 
fedly  right,  becaufe  the  application  of  ei¬ 
ther  plaifter  or  unguent,  as  is  the  ufual 
pradice,  will  occafion  an  inflammation  on 
Ibm.e  ikins,  and  in  all  tend  to  difguife  the 
natural  appearance  of  the  incifion,  and  pre¬ 
vent  our  forming  a  proper  judgment  of  the 
progrefs  of  the  infedion,  which  will  'af¬ 
terwards  appear  to  be  a  matter  of  much 
importance. 

If 
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If  neither  an  inoculated  patient  is  at  hand, 
nor  any  one  in  the  neighbourhood  has  a 
a  diftincl  kind  of  the  natural  difeafe,  a 
thread  may  be  ufed  as  in  the  common 
manner,  provided*  the  thread  be  very  re- 
cently  infedled,  but  I  think  it  ought  to  be 
ufed  as  foon  as  poflible,  after  being  charged 
with  infedling  matter. 

The  following  method  of  introducing 
the  difeafe  has  likewife  been  found  effedlual, 
but  I  have  never  pradlifed  it  myfelf.  Dip 
the  point  of  a  lancet  in  variolous  matter,  let 
it  be  held  in  the  air  till  it  is  dry,  after  which 
it  may  be  clofed  and  kept  in  the  common 
cafe  without  any  further  care ;  and  with 
this  prepared  lancet  raife  the  fcarf  Ikin  ob¬ 
liquely,  and  keep  the  lancet  a  little  time  in 
motion  between  the  two  Ikins,  that  part  of 
I.  the  matter  may  be  mixed  with  the  animal 
juices  \  then  withdraw  the  lancet,  and  leave 
the  incifion  uncovered  as  before. 
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Of  the  Progress  of  Infection, 

HI T H E RT O  very  little  regard  feems 
to  have  been  paid  to  the  progrefs  of 
infecSlion  difcoverable  by  the  part  where 
the  operation  was  performed.  But  it  will 
appear  in  the  fequel,  that  an  attention  to  this 
circumftance  is  very  neceffary,  becaufe  a 
juft  prognoftic  may  thence  be  fometimes 
formed  of  the  future  ftate  of  the  difteraper, 
and  indications  may  be  taken  from  the  dif- 
fercnt  appearances  on  the  arm,  that  will 
enable  us  to  prevent  inconveiiiencies. 

The  former  method  of  covering  the  place 
of  incifion  with  a  plaifter,  and  continuing 
upon  it  dreffings  of  one  fort  or  another, 
prevented  much  ufeful  information  of  this 
kind.  They  prevented  any  judgment  by 
the  touch,  and  fometimes  rendered  that  by 
the  eye  equivocal. 

The  day  after  the  operation  Is  performed, 
though  it  takes  effeft,  little  alteration  is  dif¬ 
coverable.  On  the  fecond  day,  if  the  part  is 

viewed 
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viewed  with  a  lens,  there  generally  appears 
a  kind  of  orange-coloured  ftain  about  the 
iiiciiion,  and  the  furrounding  fldn  feems  to 
contradl.  At  this  time  I  ufually  give  the 
following  medicine  at  going  to  bed,  either 
, mixed  with  a  little  of  any  kind  of  jelly,  or 
more  frequentfy  made  into  a  pill : 

Calomel  and  compound  powder  of  crabs 
claws,  of  each  3  grains,  emetic  tartar 
of  a  grain. 

A  quantity  of  this  medicine  fliould  be  care- 
fully  prepared  at  once,  in  order  to  make 
the  diviiion  more  exadt. 

On  the  fourth  or  fifth  day,  upon  apply¬ 
ing  the  finger,  a  hardnefs  is  to  be  felt  by  the 
touch.  The  patient  perceives  an  itching  on 
the  part,  which  appears  flightly  inflamed,  and 
under  a  kind  of  vefication  is  feen  a  little  clear 
fluid,  the  part  refembles  a  fuperficial  burn. 
About  the  fixth,  moft  commonly  fome  pain 
and  fliffnefs  is  felt  in  the  axilla ;  and  this  is  a 
very  pleafing  fymptom,  as  it  not  only  fore¬ 
tells  the  near  approach  of  the  eruptive  fymp- 
tcms,  but  is  a  fign  of  a  favourable  pro- 
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^refs  of  the  difeafe.  Sometimes  on  the  fe-^ 
venth,  oftener  on  the  eighth  day,  fymptoms 
of  the  eruptive  fever  appear ;  fuch  as  flight 
remitting  pains  in  the  head  and  back>  fuc- 
ceeded  by  tranfient  fhiverings  and  alternate 
heats,  which  in  a  greater  or  lefs  degree  con¬ 
tinue  till  the  eruption  is  perfedled.  At  this 
time  alfo  it  is  ufual  for  the  patient  to  com¬ 
plain  of  a  very  difagreeabletaflie  in  his  mouth, 
the  breath  is  always  fetid,  and  their  fmell  dif¬ 
ferent  from  what  I  have  even  obferved  in  any 
cafe,  except  in  the  variolous  eruptive  fever. 

The  inflammation  in  the  arms  at  this 
time  fpreads  fall:,  and  upon  viewing  it  with 
a  good  glafs,  the  incifion,  for  the  mofl:  part, 
appears  furrounded  with  an  infinite  num¬ 
ber  of  fmall  confluent  puftules,  which  in- 
creafe  in  fize  and  extent  as  the  difeafe  ad¬ 
vances.  On  the  tenth  or  eleventh  day  a 
circular  or  oval  efflorefcence  is  ufually  dif- 
covered,  furrounding  the  incifion,  and  ex¬ 
tending  fometimes  near  half  round  the  arm, 
but  more  frequently  to  about  the  fize  of  a 
(Ifilling,  and  being  under  the  cuticle,  is 
fmooth  to  the  touch,  and  not  painful.  This 
appearance  is  alfo  a  very  pleafing  one;  it  ac¬ 
companies 
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Companies  eruption,  every  difagreeable 
fymptom  ceafes,  and  at  the  fame  time  it 
certainly  indicates  the  whole  affair  to  be 
over,  the  pain  and  ftiffnefs  in  the  axilla  alfo 
going  off. 

The  feverifli  fymptoms  are  for  the  mofl 
part  fo  mild,  as  feldom  to  require  any  me¬ 
dicinal  affiftance,  except  a  repetition  of  the 
fame  medicine  that  was  directed  on  the  fe- 
cond  night  after  the  operation ;  and  on  the 
following  morning  this  laxative  draught,  to 
procure  three  or  four  flools  ; 

Infufion  of  fena  two  ounces,  manna  half 
an  ounce,  tinilure  of  jalap  two  drams. 

Thefe  are  given  as  foon  as  the  eruptive 
fymptoms  are  perceivable,  if  they  feem  to 
indicate  any  uncommon  degree  of  vehe¬ 
mence. 

It  has  been  obferved,  that  by  attending 
to  the  progrefs  of  infection,  we  may  be  able 
to  prognoflicate,  with  fome  degree  of  cer¬ 
tainty,  the  event  of  the  diftemper  in  gene¬ 
ral.  Particular  incidents  will  ever  happen, 

F  but 
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but  not  fufficient  to  deftroy  the  propriety  of 
general  rules. 

If  the  appearances  already  defcribed  are 
obferved  early,  a  very  favourable  event 
is  implied :  but  it  happens  in  fome  cafes, 
although  it  may  be  perceived  that  the  ino-- 
culation  has  fuccecded,  yet  it  is  barely  per¬ 
ceptible,  the  colour  about  the  wound  re¬ 
maining  pale,  inftead  of  changing  to  red  or 
inflamed ;  the  edges  of  the  incifion  fpread 
but  little,  they  remain  flat,  fcarcely  riling 
at  all,  and  are  attended  neither  with  itch¬ 
ing  or  unealinefs  of  any  kind.  Nay,  fome- 
times  on  the  fifth,  and  even  the  lixth  day, 
the  ,  alteration  is  fo  little,  as  to  make  it 
doubtful  whether  the  infeftion  has  taken 

When  matters  are  in  thi&ftate,  the  appear¬ 
ance  is  unfavourable,  and  implies  a  late  and 
more  untoward  difeafe  :  To  prevent  which, 
I  direct  the  powder  or  pill  to  be  taken  each 
night ;  and  in  cafe  it  fails  to  operate  by  ftool, 
or  there  is  the  lead:  difpofition  to  coftivenefs, 
an  ounce  of  Glauber’s  falts,  or  more  com¬ 
monly  the  laxative  draught  already  men¬ 
tioned. 
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tioned,  is  given  in  the  morning,  once  or 
twice  as  the  cafe  may  require.  This  courfe 
forwards  the  inflammation,  which  I  always 
wifh  to  fee ;  as  I  have  conflantly  obferv-- 
ed,  that  an  early  progrefs  on  the  arm,  and 
an  early  commencement  of  the  eruptive 
complaints,  portend  that  the  diftemper  will 
be  mild  and  favourable ;  and  on  the  con¬ 
trary,  where  both  are  late,  the  fymptoms 
are  ufually  more  irregular  and  untoward. 

Being  now  arrived  at  the  mofl;  intereft- 
ing  period  of  this  diftemper,  the  erup¬ 
tion,  a  period  in  which  the  prefen t  prac¬ 
tice  I  am,  about  to  recommend  differs 
elfentially  from  the  method  heretofore  in 
ufe,  and  on  the  right  management  of  which 
much  depends,  it  will  be  requifite  to  give 
clear  and  explicit  diredlions  on  this  head, 
and  to  advife  their  being  purfued  with  firm- 
nefs  and  moderation, 

Inftead  of  confining  the  patient  to  his 
bed,  or  his  room,  when  the  fymptoms 
of  the  eruptive  fever  come  on,  he  is  di- 
redled,  as  foon  as  the  purging  medicine  has 
operated,  to  keep  abroad  in  the  open  air, 

'Fa  be 
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be  it  ever  fo  cold,  as  much  as  he  can  bear^ 
and  to  drink  cold  water,  if  thirfty,  always 
taking  care  not  to  ftand  ftill,  but  to  walk 
,  about  moderately  while  abroad. 

This  treatment  indeed  feems  as  hard  at 
firft  to  the  patients,  as  it  muft  appear  fin*- 
gular  to  the  reader  ^  but  the  efiedfs  are  fo 
falutary,  and  fo  confiantly  confirmed  by  ex¬ 
perience,  and  an  eafy  progrefs  thro’  every 
ftage  of  the  difeafe  depends  fo  much 
upon  it,  that  I  admit  of  no  exception, 
unlefs  the  weather  be  extremely  fevere, 
and  the  conflitution  very  delicate.  And 
it  is  indifputably  true,  that  in  the  few 
inftances  where  the  fymptoms  of  eruption 
have  run  very  high,  the  patients  dread¬ 
ing  any  motion,  and  fearing  the  cold 
as  the  greateft  evil ;  yet,  when  under 
thefe  circumftances  I  have  perfuaded  them 
to  rife  out  of  bed  and  go  out  of  doors, 
though  led  fometimes  by  two  affiftants, 
and  have  allowed  them  to  drink  as  much 
cold  water  as  they  chofe,  they  have  not  fuf- 
fered  the  lead:  finlfter  accident.  On  the 
contrary,  after  they  have  been  prevailed  on, 
although  reluiftantly,  to  comply  with  thefe 
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dlredtions,  they  find  their  fpirits  revived,  an 
inclination  for  nourifliment  returns  j  they 
reft  well ;  a  gentle  fweat  fucceeds,  accom¬ 
panied  with  a  favourable  eruption,  and  the 
'  fever  feems  wholly  to  be  extinguifhed. 

In  general  the  complaints  in  this  ftate  are 
very  moderate ;  and  attended  with  fo  little 
illnefs,  that  the  patient  eats  and  fleeps  well  the 
whole  time :  a  few  puftules  appear,  fome- 
times  equally  difperfed;  fometimes  the  in¬ 
flammations  on  the  arms  fpread,  and  are 
furrounded  with  a  few  puftules,  which  gra¬ 
dually  advance  to  maturity ;  during  which 
time,  for  the  moft  part,  the  eruption  pro¬ 
ceeds  kindly,  and  there  is  much  more  diffi¬ 
culty  to  reftrain  the  patients  within  due 
bounds,  prevent  them  from  mixing  with  the 
public,  and  fpreading  the  infedlion  (which  I 
always  endeavour  to  prevent)  than  there  was 
at  firft  to  prevail  upon  them  to  go  abroad^ 
During  this  time^  medicine  isfeldom  wanted, 
the  cool  air  feems  the  beft  cordial  3  and  if  any 
uncommon  languor  happens,  a  bafon  df 
fmall  broth,  or  a  glafs  of  wine,  is  allowed 
in  the  day,  or  fome  white  wine  whey  at  bed 
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time ;  which  are  indeed  at  any  time  allowed 
to  tender,  aged,  or  weakly  perfons. 

With  thefe  exceptions,  they  have  hitherto 
been  kept  very  fcrupuloufly  to  the  diet  at 
firft  direded.  But  after  the  eruption  is 
compleated,  if  occafion  requires,  they  are 
indulged  in  a  little  well-boiled  meat  of  the 
lighteft  kind,  as  chicken,  veal^  or  mutton. 

The  regimen  above  mentioned,  the  cool¬ 
ing 'alterative  purges,  and  the  free  ufe  of  cool 
air  at  the  feafon  of  eruption,  almoft  univer- 
fally  prevent  either  alarming  fymptoms,  or  a 
large  crop  of  puftules.  A  few  I  have  feen 
with  fuch  a  quantity  of  puftules,  though  dif- 
tindl,  that  I  have  neither  advifed  nor  allowed 
them  to  go  out  of  the  houfe.  But  the  gene¬ 
rality  of  my  patients,  when  the  eruptions  are 
few,  ainufe  themfelves  abroad  within  proper 
limits,  vvith  the  puftules  out  upon  them. 

* 

I  neither  enjoin  this,  nor  maintain  that 
it  is  necefiary ;  but  have  not  been  able  to 
obferve  that  any  inconvenience  has  arifeii 
from  it.  And  how  ftrange  foever  it  may 
appear,  it  is  true,  that  thofe  who  are  moft  ad-? 

*  venturous, 
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t^enturous,  feeni  to  be  in  better  Ipirlts,  and 
more  free  from  complaints,  than  others  who 
are  inclined  to  keep  within  doors.  And  in¬ 
deed,  fuch  of  my  patients  as  have  received 
the  benefit  of  this  treatment  themfelves,  fel- 
dom  permit  thofe  who  are  in  the  hardeft 
part  of  the  diftemper,  the  eruptive,  to  keep 
much  in  the  houfe  5  encouraging  them  to  bear 
a  little  hardfhip,  by  recounting  to  them  the 
benefit  they  have  reaped  from  the  method 
they  are  recommending, 

Thofe  who  have  the  difeafe  in  the  flighteft 
manner  firfl  deferibed,  viz.  without  any  ap¬ 
pearance  of  eruption  but  on  the  innoculated 
part,  are  foon  allowed  logo  about  their  ufuai 
affairs;  and, many  inflances  have  happened 
of  very  induftrious  poor  men,  who  have  in- 
ftantly  returned  to  their  daily  labour,  with  a 
caution  not  to  intermix  with  thofe  who  have 
not  had  the  diftemper,  for  fear  of  fpreading  it, 
and  with  directions  to  take  two  or  three  times 
of  the  purge  already  diredled,  or  as  many  dofes 
of  Glauber's  falts,  Thofe  who  have  it  in  a 
greater  degree,  are  confined  fomewhat  longer, 
and  a  very  mild  laxative  is  now  and  then 
exhibited,  if  there  is  the  leaf!:  difpofition  to 

coftivenefs ; 
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coftivcriefe ;  as  the  progrefs  to  maturatiori 
appears  rather  to  be  advanced  than  retarded 
by  the  operation. 

When  the  maturatioii  is  compleated,  and 
it  is  evident  we  have  nothing  further  to  fear 
from  the  diftemper,  I  allow  my  patients  gra¬ 
dually  to  change  their  courfe  of  diet,  fronl 
the  perfedlly  cooling  kind,  to  one  a  little 
more  generous ;  recommending  ftridly  to  all 
a  return  to  their  ordinary  animal  diet  with 
much  caution  and  reftraint  upon  their  ap¬ 
petites,  both  in  refpefl:  to  food  and  ferment¬ 
ed  liquors. 

It  is  not  often  that  we  are  under  a  ne- 
-  ceffity  of  making  any  application  to  the  part 
where  the  operation  was  performed  5  it  moft 
commonly  heals  up,  and  is  covered  with  a 
fcab,  about  the  time  when,  in  the  natural  way, 
all  the  pocks  would  have  been  dried  up:  But 

there  are  fome  cafes  wherein  the  incifions 

) 

continue  to  difcharge  a  purulent  matter 
longer  ^  in  thefe  inftances  it  is  fufficlent  to 
cover  the  place  with  the  white  cerate,  or 
any  other  mild  emplaftic  fubftance,  which 
may  at  once  prevent  the  linnen  from  adher- 
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lug  to  the  fore,  and  defend  it  from  the  ain 
And  as  in  thefe  cafes  the  part  remains  un¬ 
healed  from  fome  peculiar  caufe  in  the  habits 
it  will  be  neceffary  to  give  gentle  purgatives, 
and  proper  alteratives,  as  particular  exigencies 
may  require. 
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of  Anomalous  Symptoms  and 

I  Appearances, 

♦ 

IN  the  preceding  pages  I  have  deferibed 
the  ufual  progrefs  of  the  fmall-pox  from 
inoculation.  There  are,  ’however,  devia¬ 
tions  from  this  courfe,  and  indeed  not  a 
few ;  fome  of  the  moft  material  of  which, 
as  they  may  embarrafs  the  inexperienced, 
and  create  real  difficulty,  as  well  as  appre- 
henfions  of  danger,  it  feems  neceffary  to 
defcribe,  and  the  means  that  experience 
has  fuggefted  to  remove,  thefe .  lymp- 
toms,  or  the  doubts  refpeding  the  event.  ^ 

The  firft  I  fhall  take  notice  of,  and  which, 
tho’  it  very  rarely  happens,  fometimes  gives 
much  trouble,  is  great  ficknefs  accompa¬ 
nied  with  vomiting,  coming  on  during  the 
eruptive  ftate  of  .the  diftemper.  For  this 
complaint  it  is  always  neceffary  in  the  firft 
place  to  clear  the  ftomach,  which  may  be 
effeflied  either  by  ordering  the  patient  to 
drink  plentifully  of  warm  liquids  to  pro¬ 
mote  vomiting,  or  perhaps  more  properly, 

•  by 
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by  giving  one  grain  of  emetic  tartar  to  an 
adult,  mixed  with  ten  grains  of  compound 
powder  of  crabs  claws,  taking  care  to  lef- 
fen  the  dofe  for  very  young  and  weak  fub- 
jedts. 

This  ufually  throws  off  fome  bilious 
matter  by  vomit,  fometimes  procures  ftools, 
or  occafions  a  moderate  fweat,  and  gene« 
rally  adminifters  relief.  If,  however,  no 
ftools  fhould  follow  from  this  medicine, 
and  the  licknefs  fhould  remain,  a  gentle 
laxative  almoft  certainly  procures  a  refpite> 
and  the  appearance  of  the  eruption  removes 
the  complaint  intirely. 

Another  deviation,  of  ftill  more  confe- 
quence,  which  fometimes  happens  towards 
the  time  of  the  eruption,  and  is  often, 
though  not  always,  accompanied  with  great 
ficknefs,  is  an  eryfipelatous  efflorefcence. 
This,  if  it  fliews  itfelf  on  the  ikin  par¬ 
tially,  and  here  and  there  in  patches,  is 
not  very  alarming,  and  foon  wears  off. 

But  fometimes  the  whole  furface  of  the 
Ikin  is  covered  with  a  rafh  intimately  mixed 
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tviththe  variolous  eruption,  and  fo  much  re- 
fembling  the  moft  malignant  kind  of  conflu¬ 
ent  fmall-pox,  as  fcarcely  to  be  diflinguiflied 
from  it :  and  indeed  fome  cafes  of  this  fort 
have  happened,  where,  being  accompanied 
with  petechia  and  livid  fpots,  I  have 
been  much  alarmed ;  not  being  able,  by  In- 
fpeilion  only,  tho’  aflifted  by  glaffes,  to  de¬ 
termine  whether  what  I  faw  was  an  inof- 
fenfive  rafh,  or  tokens  of  the  greateft  ma¬ 
lignity.  Very  fl;ridl  attention,  however,  has 
enabled  me  to  diftjnguifli  the  difference 
clearly ;  and  the  following  obfervations  wall, 
I  hope,  tend  to  relieve  others  from  the  anxi¬ 
ety  they  would  feel  upon  fuch  an  appear¬ 
ance.  The  real  and  effential  difference 
then  is  to  be  gathered  from  the  concomi¬ 
tant  fymptoms.  In  the  eryfipelatous  or 
variolous  rafh,  there  is  not  fo  much  fever, 
nor  is  the  reftleffnefs,  or  pain  of  the  head 
or  loins,  fo  confiderable  i  neither  is  there 
that  general  proflration  of  ftrength,  which 
are  almoft  never-failing  attendants  on  a 
confluent  fmall  pox,  efpecially  w’hen  ac- 
oompanied  with  fuch  putrid  appearances  ^ 
hefidqs,  upon  a  careful  examination,  there 

inay 
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may  fometimes  be  difcerned  a  few  diftihdl 
puftules,  larger  than  the  reft,  mixed  with 
the  rafli,  which  are  indeed  the  real  fm all 
pox.  In  thefe  cafes  the  patients  are  or¬ 
dered  to  refrain  from  cold  water,  or  any 
thing  cold  5  and  to  keep  within  doors,  but 
not  to  go  to  bed.  If  any  ficknefs  yet  re¬ 
mains,  a  little  white  wine  whey,  or  other 
moderate  cordial  is  advifed  :  and  this  me¬ 
thod  has  hitherto  been  fo  fuccefsful,  as  to 
prevent  any  alarming  complaint.  After 
two  or  three  days,  the  Ikin  from  a  florid 
changes  to  a  duflcy  colour,  a  few  diftinft 
puftules  remain,  and  advance  properly  to 
maturation,  without  any  further  trouble  en- 
fuing  from  this  formidable  appearance. 

This  rafh  has  been  often  miftaken  for 
the  confluence  it  fo  nearly  refembles,  and 
has  afforded  occafion  for  fome  praftitioners, 
either  ignorantly  or  difingenuoully,  to  pre¬ 
tend,  that  after  a  very  copious  eruption  of 
the  confluent  pox,  they  can  by  a  fpecific 
medicine  difchargc  the  major  part  of  the 
puftules,  leaving  only  as  many  diftin£t  ones 
as  may  fatisfy  the  patient  that  he  has  the 
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difeafe.  *  Such  pretenlions  have  certainly 
been  made,  and  the  patient  who  has  been 
deceived  in  this  manner,  has  contributed 
to  fpread  reports  untrue  as  to  the  fad:,  and 
probably  prejudicial  to  the  health  of  others, 
who  in  like  circumftances  have  been  fent 
abroad,  and  other  cool  means  purfued,  by 
which  the  ra£h  has  been  repelled,  and  the 
bad  effeds  experienced  afterwards. 

I  muft  alfo  obferve  here,  that  raflies  of 
the  kind  I  have  defcribed  frequently  hap¬ 
pen  during  the  preparation  (whether  ow¬ 
ing  to  the  regimen,  or  medicine,  or  both, 
I  cannot  fay)  and  caufe  the  operation  to  be 
poftponed  :  But  I  have  obferved,  that  in 
fuch  cafes  they  are  apt  to  return  at  the 
time  of  the  eruption  of  the,  fmall  pox. 

In  general,  as  has  been  already  faid,  the 

fymptoms  which  precede  eruption  com- 

0 

mence  at  the  end  of  the  feventh  or  in  the 
eighth  day  inclufive  from  the  operation ; 
but  it  often  happens  that  they  appear  much 
-  fooner,  and  fometimes  much  later,  than 
the  time  above-mentioned.  For  inftance, 

I  have 
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I  have  feen  fome  cafes  wherein  the  difeafe 
has  happened  fo  fuddenly  after  infedlion, 
and  with  fo  little  complaint  or  unealinefs, 
that  the  whole  affair  has  been  terminated, 
purges  taken,  and  the  patient  returned 
home  perfedtly  well  in  a  week’s  time; 
before  others  inoculated  at  the  fame  time, 
from  the  fame  patient,  and  under  the  fame 
circumftances,  have  begun  to  complain. 
In  this  cafe  the  innoculated  part  fhews 
early  certain  marks  of  infedlion,  fometimes 
on  the  very  next  day,  or  the  day  after,  when 
the  incilion  will  often  appear  confiderably 
inflamed  and  elevated.  The  patient  about 
this  time  frequently  makes  fome  of  the  fol¬ 
lowing  complaints,  viz.  chillinefs,  itchings, 
and  fmall  pricking  pains  in  the  part,  and 
fometimes  on  the  fhoulder,giddinefs,  drow- 
finefs,  and  a  flight  head-ach,  fometimes 
attended  with  a  feverifh  heat,  but  often 
without  any  :  the  account  they  themfelves 
give  of  their  feelings,  is  in  fome  as  if  they 
had  drank  too  much,  and  in  others  as  if 
they  had  caught  a  cold.  Thefe  complaints 
feldom  lafl;  24  hours,  often  not  fo  long,  and 
with  frequent  remifflons,  and  never,  that  I 

remember. 
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remember,  rife  to  a  degree  that  required 
confinement.  The  inflarhmation  on  the 
arm  at  the  time^  of '  the  xomplaints  ad¬ 
vances  apace,  and  feels  hard  to  the  touch ; 
but  upon  their  wearing  off,  the' inflarned 
appearances  gradually  lelTen,  and  the  part 
dries  to  a  common'  fmall  fcab ;  the  .Ikin' 
that  was  before  red,  turns  livid,' 'and*  the 
party  is  quite  well,  and  ^‘nothing  more 
heard  of  the  diftemper  In  fome  in- 
fiances  thefe  fymptoms  attack  much  later  5 
even  on  the  7th  or  8tli  day,  when  an 
eruption  might  be  expedled  in  confequence 
of  them,  yet  none  appears  ^  but  the  arm 
gets  well  very  foon,  and  the  difeafe*  is  at 
an  end.  '  '  '  ‘  ^ 

In  this  irregular  fort  of  the  diforder 
there  have  However  been  fome  examples 
where  a  few  eruptions  have  appeared,  ^  and 
probably  in  confequence  of  the  inocula¬ 
tion  y  yet  the  puftules  have  not  looked  like 
the  true  pocks,  nor  maturated  like  them, 
nor  lafted  longer  than  three  days ,  about 

See  cafe  i — 12. 
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.whicli  time  they^  for  the  moil:  part  hate 
dried  away. 

As  I  find  it  difficult  to  defcribe  the 
Variety  and  irregularity  of  fymptoms  that 
occur  in  this  fliort  way  of  having  the  dif- 
temper,  I  will  give  fome  cafes,  by  way  of 
illuftrating  the  matter  more  to  the  reader’s 
fatisfadtion. 

When  fubjedts  of  this  fort  firfl  occur¬ 
red  in  my  pradlice,  I  w^as  in  doubt  whe¬ 
ther  they  were  quite  fecure  from  any  fu-. 
ture  attacks  oi  the  diilemper ;  and  in  or¬ 
der  to  try  whether  they  were  fo  or  not,  I 
inoculated  them  a  fecond  time,  and  caufed 
them  to  aflbeiate  with  perfons  in  every  fiage 
of  the  difeafe,  and  to  try  all  other  means 
of  catching  the  infedtion  ;  and^  this  method 
has  been  pradifed  with  the  generality  of 
fuch  patients  ever  fince;  yet  without  a  fingle 
inffance  of  its  producing  any  diforder ;  fo 
that  I  now  make  no  fcruple  of  pronouncing 
them  perfedlly  fafe :  and  experience  has 
enabled  me  for  the  mofi:  part  to  foretell,  in 
two  or  three  days  after  the  operation,  when 
the  difeafe  will  pafs  in  this  flight  manner. 

H  Upon 
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Upon  the  fecond  inoculation,  however# 
the  incifed  parts  are  commonly  inflamed  for' 
a  day  or  two,  juft  in  the  fame  manner  as  1 
have,  in  numerous  inftances,  found  them 
to  be  as  well  in  thofe,  who,  though  cer¬ 
tain  of  having  had  the  fmall-pox  in  the  na¬ 
tural  way,  have  fubmitted  to  be  inoculated 
merely  for  the  experiment’s  fake,  that  the 
refult  might  be  obferved ;  as  in  others,  who, 
being  doubtful  whether  they  have  had  it 
or  not,  have  been  inoculated  in  order  to 
be  fatisfied.  But  in  all  fuch  cafes  the  parts 
foon  became'  well,  nor  did  any  of  thofe 
appearances  which  have  been  deferibed  as 
the  conftant  attendants  of  inoculation,  as 
pain  in  the  head,  giddinefs,  marks  of  in¬ 
fection  in  the  arm,  &c.  enfue  ;  nor  can  they 
ever  be  produced  upon  a  perfon  who  has 
had  the  fmall  pox  before,  either  in  the  na¬ 
tural  way  or  by  inoculation. 

And  therefore'  it  cannot  with  reafon  be 
fuggefted  that  the  patients,  whom  I  fuppofe 
to  get  through  the  difeafe  in  the  very  flight 
manner  above  deferibed,  may  polTibly  have 
had  the  fmall-pox  unobferved  in  fome  lor- 
mer  part  of  their  lives. 
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Another  and  lefs  favourable  appearance 
to  be  mentioned  under  this  head,  is  when 
the  inoculated  part,  though  fliewing  cer¬ 
tains  iigns  of  infedtion,  yet  the  difcolour- 
ation  round  it,  inftead  of  being  florid,  is 
of  a  pale  hue,  remains  flat,  and  is  very 
little  elevated.  This  does  not  promife 
kindly  ;  and  therefore  I  give  the  alterative 
pill  more  frequently  ;  and  if  it  fails  to  ope- 
rate  by  ffcool,  I  add  a  laxative. 

By  thefe  means  the  advancement  of  the 
difeafe  is  ufually  forwarded,  which  I  am 
always  pleafed  to  fee,  and  promote  as  rnuch 
as  poflible ;  for  I  have  conftantly  remarked, 
that  an  early  feizure  is  one  of  the  heft  figns 
that  the  whole  progrefs  will  be  mild  and 
favourable  :  and,  on  the  contrary,  where 
it  is.  late,  the  fymptoms  are  often  irregular 
and  trouhlefome,  ^  , 

Another  irregularity  deferving  notice  here 
is,  that  fometimes,  upon  the  abatement  of 
the  fever  and  other  fymptoms,  after  the 
appearance  of  feveral  puftules,  and  when, 
the  eruptive  ftage  of  the  dfteafe  feems  com-^. 
pleted,  it  nevcrthelefs  happens  that  frefh 
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eruptions  come  out,  and  continue  doing  fa 
daily,  for  4,  5?  or  even  6  days  fucceffively ; 
preceded  fometimes  hy  a  flight  pain  in  the 
head,  though  more  frequently  they  appear 
without  any  new  difturbance.  Thefe  are 
generally  few  in  number,  fhort-lived,  and 
feldom  come  to  maturity.  But  I  have  feen 
four  cafes,  in  each  of  which,  after  a  cef- 
fation  of  complaints,  and  an  appearance  of 
few  puflules,  the  eruptive  ftage  of  the  dif- 
eafe  w^as  thought  to  be  over ;  yet  in  two, 
or  three  days  a  frefli  fit  of  fever  has  attacks 
ed  the  patients,  and  after  a  fliort  illnefs  a 
quantity  pf  new^  puflules  has  broke  out,  far 
exceeding  the  firft  number;  and  thefe 
remained,  and  maturated  completely.  In- 
flances  of  this  kind  may  bp  found  among 
the  cafes  annexed. 

Some  of  my  own  patients,  and,  as  I  ani 
credibly  informed,  of  other  inoculators  in 
this  way,  have  had  confiderable  eruptions, 
of  this  kind  after  they  returned  home ; 
which  have  probably  given  occafion  for  the 
reports  of  feveral  having  had  the  difeafe 
again  in  the  natural  way  after  inoculation. 
But  that  thefe  reports  are  ill  grounded 

'  will 
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will  appear  from  this  obfervation,  to  wltj^ 
that  in  all  the  cafes  of  this  fort  which  have 
occurred  in  my  own  pradice,  or,  as  far  as 
I  can  learn,  in  that  of  others,  the  fecond 
or  latter  crop  of  puftules  has  always  hap,- 
pened  within  the  time  ufually  allowed  for 
the  progrefs  of  the  fmall-pox  from  inocula¬ 
tion,  and  before  the  inflammation  on  the 
arm  has  ceafed,  and  fooner  than  they  could 
be  fuppofed  to  be  produced  by  infedion 
taken  in  the  natural  way ;  and  whenever  it 
has  happened,  it  has  been  to  perfons  in 
whom,  after  a  flight  erruption,  and  abate- 
pient  of  fymptoms,  the  difeafe  has  prema¬ 
turely  been  judged  to  be  quite  over,  and 
have  therefore  been  permitted  to  return 
to  their  families. 

It  will  doubtlefs  be  aiked,  how  cafes  of 
this  kind  fhould  ever  happen  among  thofe 
who  return  home  as  cured  ?  to  which  I 
anfwer,  that  it  is  no  unufual  thing  for  in- 
duftrious  men,  after  a  flight  eruption,  and 
ceflation  of  all  complaints,  to  alk  leave  to 
return  home  to  their  occupations  and  fa¬ 
milies  ;  and  Vv  here  it  has  been  thought  that 
no  danger  would  accrue  to  others,  their 

ix(juefl: 
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^^equeft  has  been  often  granted;  for  the 
phyfician  no  more  than  the  patient  can 
forefee  when  thefe  accidents  fhall  follow ; 

■> 

but  it  may  be  obferved  here,  that  in  alt 
thefe  cafes  of  my  own  knowledge,  very  re¬ 
pellent  methods  have  been  ufed  in  the  be¬ 
ginning;  and  a  more  generous  diet,  or  greater 
exercife  afterwards,  has  feemed  to  contri¬ 
bute  to,  this  fecondary  eruption. 


Before  I  conclude  this  chapter,  it  may  be 
proper  to  obferve,  that  inoculated  patients, 
in  fome  ftage  or  other  of  the  difeafe,  may 
poffibly  be  attacked  with  difeafes  altogether 
independant  of  the  fmall  pox.  Such,  for 
inftahce,  as  may  arife  from  worms,  or  be 
the  epidemick  of  the  feafon  ;  or  fuch  as  the 
patient  may  by  conftitution  be  fubjed:  to;, 
and  fome  cafes  of  this  fort  will  be  found 

among  thofe  annexed.

Consequences  of  this  Method  of 

Inoculation. 

I  Shall  now  confider  the  confequ^nces  that 
follow  this  very  cool  and  repelling  me¬ 
thod,  and  how  far  the  patient’s  future  ftate 
of  health  may  he  affeflied  by  a  praflice  fo 
new,  and  oppolite  to  all  eftabliflied  theory. 

I  need  not  fay  how  rhuch  it  has  been 
thought  right,  in  moft  or  all  eruptive 
complaints,  efpecially  in  the  fmall  pox,  to 
forward  by  every  gentle  means  the  efforts 
of  nature  in  producing  an  eruption ;  and  on 
the  contrary,  how  dangerous  to  check  it, 
either  by  cold  air,  cold  drink,  or  any  confi- 
derable  evacuations ;  or  that  the  ufe  of 
warm  diluents  therefore,  and  the  lying  in 
bed,  efpecially  if  the  fever  and  fymptoms 
run  high,  or  at  lead  confining  to  the  houfe, 
have  been  generally  approved  and  recom¬ 
mended  for  the  purpofe.  But  when  a  prac- 
adtice  fo  foreign  to  this,  and  almofl:  totally 
different,  is  inculcated,  it  is  no  wonder  if 
mens  minds  are  alarmed,  and  thofe  evils 

expedted 
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expedled  that  were  fuppofed  to  he  the  uh^ 
avoidable  confequences  of  it^ 

Experience,  however^  and  inftances  of  fa 
many  thoufands  fucceeding  by  this  method^ 
without  any  confiderable  bad  effects  from  it, 
either  immediate  or  remote,  are  irrefiftible 
arguments  for  its  fupport  and  juftification, 
and  the  beft  proof  of  its  utility  and  fafety^ 
I  have  faid,  without  any  confiderable  bad 
effedts,  for  in  reality  I  have  feen  none  that 
deferve  that  name,  if  compared  with  what 
fometimes  follow  the  natural  fmall-pox,  or 
frequently  happen  after  the  old  method  of 
inoculation. 

Every  one  who  has  had  any  fhare  in  this 
pradlice  according  to  the  common  or  old 
methods,  will  allow,  that  after  pafling 
through  the  difeafe  in  a  very  favourable 
manner,  their  patients  (children  efpecially) 
were  frequently  liable  to  abfceffes  in  the 
axilla  and  other  parts,  tedious  optlialmies, 
and  troublefonie  ulcerations  in  the  place 
of  infertion,-  which  though  they  could  not 
be  forefeen  or  prevented,  yet  frequently 
gave  more  pain  and  vexation  to  the  pa* 

tients. 
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tients,  and  trouble  to  the  operator  than 
the  difeafe  itfelf  had  done  :  whereas  on 
inquiry  into  the  fate  of  thofe  who  have 
been  treated  in  the  cool  way  or  this  new 
method,  I  can  fay  that  in  more  than  1500 
there  has  been  only  one  who  has  had  fo 
much  as  a  boil  in  the  axilla,  and  that  was 
in  a  child  who  had  an  iffue  in  the  fame 
arm,  and  which  was  at  that  time  dried 
up ;  and  I  have  only  feen  two  very  fmall 
fuperficial  boils  in  others  near  the  place  of 
infer tion  ;  and  thefe  feemed  rather  to  be 
occalioned  'by  an  irritation  from  the  dif- 
charge,  than  from  any  other  caufe,  and 
were  all  foon  healed  with  very  little  trouble. 

In  a  few  inftances  alfo  there  has  been  a 
ilough  in  the  incifed  part,  which  has 
made  a  fore  of  fhort  duration,  but  not  one 
inftance  of  an  ulcer  of  any  continuance. 
Such  little  breakings  out  too  and  fcabs, 
as  are  frequently  known  to  fucceed  the 
mild  natural  fmall-pox,  fometimes,  though 
rarely,  happen  to  thofe  inoculated  this  way, 
and  as  they  are  of  the  fame  little  confe® 
quence,  are  generally  cured  by  the  fame 
method  of  a  few  gentle  purges® 


With 
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With  regard  to  ophthalmles  from  this 
kind  of  prailice,  I  have  never  had  an  ex¬ 
ample  of  one  truly  deferving  that  name  ^ 
the  coats  of  the  eye  have  been  k  little  in¬ 
flamed  in  a  very  few,  but  they  foon  became 
clear  without  any  means  ufed  for  that  pur- 
pofe.  And  I  know  but  two  cafes  where  I 
thought  the  inflammation  great  enough  to 
require  bleeding,  and  not  one  where  a  blif- 
ter  was  neceflary.  So  that  thefe  com- 
plaintSj  heretofore  fo  frequent  and  grievous, 
feem  by  this  new  method  to  be  much  re¬ 
duced  :  a  circumftance,  which,  if  it  does 
not  amount  to  a  proof,  admits  at  leafl:  of  a 
fair  conjedlure,  that  the  ftate  of  health  is 
better  here,  than  where  thofe  remains  of 
putridity  are  fo  evidently  exifting  in  the 
habit.  ■  - 


Difcoveries  in  phyfic,  as  in  every  other 
fcience,  are  in  their  iofancv  liable  to  cen- 
fure  and  oppofltion ;  and  to  one  of  fo  ex¬ 
traordinary  a  kind  as  the  prefent  fyftem  of 
inoculation,  it  would  not  be  ftrange  if  a 
greater  portion  of  both  than  ufual  ihould 
fall  to  its  fliare;  accordingly^  fince  no  charge 
of  fatality  during  the  difeafe,  nor  inilaiices 
’  '  of 
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of  bad  effedls  foon  after  the  recovery,  can 
be  produced,  recourfe  has  been  had  to  other 
meafures  to  calumniate  and  difcredit  the 
prafliice.  It  would  be  tedious  to  enter  into 
a  detail  of  the  many  falfe  and  ridiculous  re¬ 
ports  that  have  been  fpread  againft  it.  In 
o:eneral  the  conftitution  is  faid  to  be  in- 
jured,  a,nd  the  dreadful  effeds  are  to  appear 
at  fome  diftant  period,  but  at  what  time, 
or  what  kind  of  difeafe,  nobody  pretends 
to  determine.  To  thefe  general  accufa- 
tions  it  cannot  be  exped:ed  I  ihould  give 
other  than  a  general  anfwer  j  which  is,  that 
f^m  the  il:rid:eft  obfervation  and  inquiry  I 
have  been  able  to  make,  thofe  who  have 
been  inoculated  in  this  way,  have  continu¬ 
ed  to  enjoy  as  good  a  ftate  of  health  as 
their  neighbours,  nay  many  of  them  have 
thought  their  conftitution s  better  after  the 
procefs  than  before. 

But  it  feems  as  if  thefe  oppofers  expefted 
that  inoculation  fhould  not  only  free  the  in¬ 
oculated  from  the  fmall-pox,  and  any  early 
bad  effeds,  but  muft  preferve  them  too  from 
^11  other  diforders  through  the  reft  of  their 
lives.  To  fuch  I  can  fay  nothing:  but  if 

I  2  others 


others  who  are  more  reafonable  require 
further  fatisfadlion  as  to  the  confequences 
of  this  method,  I  muft  defire  them  to  make 
inquiry  of  thofe  who  have  been  inoculated 
under  my  direction. 

Another  charge  againft  this  method  of  in¬ 
oculation  is,  that  feme  have  had  the  diflem- 
per  afterwards  in  the  natural  w^ay.  What 
I  have  faid  under  the  head  of  anomalous* 
fmall-pox,  will  I  believe  fuihciently  ac¬ 
count  for  the  appearances  which  have  occa- 
cafioned  thefe  falfe  reports  j  and  if  that 
does  not  fatisfy,  I  can  only  add  this  poiitive 
declaration,  that  nothing  of  the  kind  has 
ever  happened  to  any  patient  inoculated  by 
me;  and  I  firmly  believe,  no  one  has 
ever  had,  or  can  have,  the  diftemper  a  fe- 
cond  time,  either  in  the  natural  way  or  from 
inoculation  c 
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The  E  FFECTs  of  this  Treatment 
applied  to  the  natural  Small  Pox. 

The  very  great  relief  which  perfons 
under  inoculation  experience  from 
frefli  air,  cold  water,  and  evacuations  by 
ftool,  during  the  fever  preceding  erup¬ 
tion,  foon  determined  me  to  make  trial, 
how  far  the  like  treatment  might  be  ufeful 
to  thofe  who  might  be  feized  with  the 
fmall  pox  in  the  natural  way  }  more  ef- 
pecially  in  fuch  cafes,  where  from  the  vio¬ 
lence  of  the  fym.ptoms,  a  confluent  kind 
was  juilly  to  be  apprehended. 

But  opportunities  of  making  experiments 
of  this  fort  in  a  fatisfadtory  manner  are  rare. 
Firft,  becaufe  a  phyfleian,  or  even  medical 
afliftance  of  anv  kind,  is  not  often  called  in 
till  the  eruption  fhews  itfelf,  when  it  is  too 
late  to  expedt  all  the  good  effedls  that  might 
be  hoped  for,  from  an  earlier  trial  of  this  me¬ 
thod  ;  and  fecondly,  becaufe  the  firfl;  attack 
of  the  fmall  pox,  is  fo  much  like  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  fome  other  fevers  as  not  eafily  to 
be  diftinguiihed ;  though  a  diligent  atten¬ 
tion 
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tion  to  the  fymptoms,  will  generally,  if  wc 
are  called  in  time,  enable  us  to  form  a 
pretty  certain  prognoftic.  For  if  the  at¬ 
tack  of  the  cold  fit  be  pretty  fevere,  and  the 
fubfequent  fever  unulually  high  ^  if  a  naufea 
and  vomiting  fucceed,  together  with  great 
pains  in  the  head,  back,  and  loins,  efpe- 
cially  the  laft;  if  a  delirium,  great  reftleff- 
nefs,  difagreeable  tafte  in  the  mouth,  and 
a  peculiar  fetid  fmell  in  the  breath,  or  even 
if  feveral  of  thefe  fymptoms  are' obferved, 
the  fmall  pox  may  with  great  reafon  be  ex- 
pedted ;  and  if  upon  enquiry,  which  fliould 
always  be  made,  it  appears  that  the  pa¬ 
tient  has  been  in  the  way  of  infedlion,  there 
will  be  little  reafon  to  doubt  of  it. 

It  maybe  objedled,  that notwitliftanding 
the  clofeft  attention  and  enquiry,  fymptoms 
of  the  like  nature  may  precede  fevers  of 
other  kinds  ;  to  which  I  anfwer,  that  Ibme 
fiich  cafes,  though  few  have  happened,  and 
the  treatment  I  am  about  to  recommend, 
has  been  pradlifed  not  only  without  preju¬ 
dice  to  the  patient,  but  manifeflly  to  his 
benefit. 
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But  waving  for  the  prefent  all  conlidc- 
rations  refped:ing  the  treatment  of  fevers  in 
general,  I  lhall  only  relate  what  has  oc¬ 
curred  to  me  in  refped;  to  the  natural  fmall 
pox. 

In  feveral  inftances  where  I  have  been 
concerned,  and  where'  the  iymptoms  and 
other  concurring  circumftances  induced  me 
to  think  the  fmall  pox  was  at  hand,  I  have 
diredled  the  like  management  as  I  recom¬ 
mend  to  inoculated  patients. 

I  have  been  called  alfo  to  others  at  the 
time  of  eruption,  where  fome  puftules  hav¬ 
ing  already  appeared,  made  the  matter  clears 
and  in  every  cafe  of  this  kind,  I  have  en¬ 
deavoured  to  get  the  fick  perfon  into  the 
open  air,  have  generally  given  the  mercurial 
and  antimonial  pill,  and  direiled  a  laxa¬ 
tive  to  be  taken  fome  hours  after  it,  in 
order  to  procure  three  or  four  ftools ;  and 
this  method  I  have  more  particularly  en¬ 
joined,  and  fometimes  repeated  where  the 
kind  has  appeared  to  be  bad,  and  where 
little  or  no  relief  has  been  found  from  the 
partial  eruption,  the  fymptoms  conti- 
y  nuing 


/

nuing  to  be  fuch  as  portended  great  dan¬ 
ger.  I  have  follov^ed  the  fame  method 
during  every  part  of  the  eruptive  fever,  in¬ 
tending  thereby  to  abate  its  violence,  to 
check  the  eruption,  and  prevent  the  con¬ 
flux,  and  confequently  the  danger. 

The  fuccefs  attending  this  practice 
has  hitherto  exceeded  my  expeftations, 
though  it  muft  be  confefled,  that  as  the 
fymptoms  run  much  higher  in  the  natural, 
than  they  are  found  to  do  in  the  inoculated 
difeafe,  the  relief  has  not  been  fo  confide- 
rable  i  and  I  have  found  it  extremely  diffi-  / 
cult  to  perfuade  fuch  whofe  complaints 
have  been  very  fevere  to  quit  their  beds, 
and  attempt  to  go  abroad ;  indeed  the  ex¬ 
ceeding  feeble  flate  they  are  fometimes  in, 
fufficiently  fliews  that  great  refolution  is 

requisite  to  put  this  in  practice. 

* 

Among  thofe  who  have  been  treated  in 
this  manner  under  my  own  care  and  in- 
fpedlion,  not  one  has  died,  and  the  num¬ 
ber  amounts  to  about  40.  Some  of  the 
moft  remarkable  cafes  will  be  fiabjoined, 

which 
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which  will  more"  fatisfadlorily  explain  the 
pradtice,  and  demonftrate  its  fuccefs* 

The  immediate  fenfible  effedts  of  going 
into  the  open  air,  are  a  very  great  abate¬ 
ment  of  heat  uDon  the  whole  furface  of  the 

± 

Ikin,  which  tho’  but  juft  before  intenfely 
hot,  generally  in  a  fhort  time  feels  not  much 
warmer  than  that  of  a  perfon  in  health. 
The  pulfe  from  being  very  ftrong,  full,  and 
quick,  becomes  lefs  hard  and  full,  but  con¬ 
tinues  quick ;  and  I  have  fometimes  ob- 
ferved  it  to  intermit ;  which,  however 
alarming  it  may  feem,  is  not  a  dangerous 
fymptom. 

The  pain  in  the  head  is  always  relieved, 
but  that  in  the  back  and  loins  does  not 
abate  in  proportion ;  and  altho’  it  cofts  no 
little  pain  and  trouble  to  perlift  in  moving 
abroad  under  fuch  circumftances,  attended 
for  the  moft  part  with  great  laffitude,  yet 
the  patients  are  fenfible  of  the  benefits  they 
receive,  and  entertaining  a  good  opinion  of 
the  ufeftilnefs  of  the  pradlice,  commonly 

K  behave 
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behave  with  great  refolution  ^  and  what  is 

very  encouraging,  in  general  think  them- 
felves  ftronger. 

Upon  going  within  doors  to  reft  them- 
felves,  the  pain  in  the  head  grows  worfe, 

but  is  again  relieved  fo  foon  as  they  return 
into  the  air„ 

The  eftedls  oi  the  medicines  are  ufually 
theft  5 

If  there  has  been  much  ficknefs  at  fto- 
mach,  a  vomiting  frequently  happens  foon 
after  the  pill  :  this  the  patients  ftiould  pro¬ 
mote  by  drinking  plentifully  of  fome  warm 
diluents ;  and  till  the  fatigue  occalioned  by 
it  is  over,  they  certainly  ought  not  to  go 
abroad.  ' 

By  tnis  operation,  and  the  ftools  which 
fucceed,  the  fevenfli  and  internal  heat, 
thirft,  ficknefs,  and  pains,  are  for  the  moft 
part  confiderably  abated.  The  patients 
commonly  complain  of  being  very  low  and 
faint  after  theft  evacuations ;  but  the  moft 
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urgent  fymptoms  being  alleviated  thereby, 
a  difpofition  to  receive  nouriihment  hourly 
increafes.  They  are  then  allowed  to  drink 
thin  mutton  or  chicken  broth,  milk  pottage 
or  tea,  as  the  moft  grateful  and  refrefhing 
cordial  fuftenance  they  can  take ;  fleep  like- 
wife  now  moft  commonly  comes  on  fpon- 
taneoufly.  But  they  are  only  permitted 
to  enjoy  this  refreftiment  by  day  upon  the 
bed,  for  I  always  diffuade  them  from  going 
into  it  till  night. 

/ 

From  the  foregoing  account  it  appears, 
.that  the  fever  preceding  eruption,  and  the 
moft  grievous  fymptoms  accompanying  it, 
may  often  be  greatly  mitigated  by  this  prac¬ 
tice  ;  and  I  will  here  add,  that  the  eruption 
is  moft  certainly  retarded,  that  is,  it  does 
not  appear  fo  foon  after  the  attack  of  the 
difeafe,  nor  come  out  fo  precipitately  when 
it  has  begun  to  appear,  as  it  feemed  likely 
to  have  done  if  the  natural  progrefs  had  not 
been  interrupted ;  an  effedt,  which,  how¬ 
ever  dangerous  it  may  have  been  thought, 
may  be  done'  with  the  utmoft  fafety,  and 
clearly  (hews  the  utility  of  the  pradtice; 

K  2  '  for 
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for  it  Is  evident  from  experience,  that  th® 
later  the  eruption  (hews  itfelf  after  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  the  difeafe,  and  the  flower  it 
comes  out,  the  more  mild  and  favourable 
is  the  fubfequent  diford er.  And  I  am  of 
opinion,  that  the  eruption  is  not  only  re¬ 
tarded  and  protracted  by  this  method,  but 
likewife  that  it  is  in  fome  degree  repreffed, 
having  had  ftrong  reafons  to  apprehend 
in  feyeral  inftances,  that  the  number  of 
puftules  which  appeared  at  firft,  were  by 
fuch  repreffion  actually  diminifhed,  and 
thofe  that  remained  feemed  larger  and  of  a 
milder  kind. 

What  has  hitherto  been  faid  on  the  fub- 
j,edt,  relates  only  to  the  difeafe  in  its  erup¬ 
tive  ftate,  which  is  certainly  a  very  intereft^ 
ing  period  ;  but  that  which  follows  is  not 
lefs  fo,  tho'  not  always  attended  to  fo  much 
as  it  deferves ;  fox  when  the  eruption  is 
compleated,  the  fymptoms  abate,  the  pa¬ 
tients  feem  relieved,  and  often  to  fuch  a 
degree,  that  both  they,  and  their  attend¬ 
ants,  flatter  themfelves  with  hopes  of  a 
happy  eyent,  and  think  it  unneceffary  tq 
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apply  for  any  medical  affiftance ;  yet  with 
all  thefe  hopeful  appearances,  the  number 
and  kind  of  the  fmall-pox  are  frequently 
fuch,  as  would  make  a  judicious  pracftitioner 
apprehenfive  of  much  danger  in  the  fubfe- 
quent  ftages. 

I 

And  where  the  pradlitioners  themfelves 
may  fee  reafon  to  doubt  of  the  event,  yet  few 
or  none  of  them  have  attempted,  I  believe, 
to  do  much  towards  preventing  the  danger; 
for,  unlefs  fome  preffing  fymptoms  call  for 
immediate  relief,  it  is  the  general  pradlice 
to  wait  till  maturation  comes  on,  and 
brings  with  it  fuch  a  train  of  dreadful  com¬ 
plaints,  as  are  more  than  enough  to  em¬ 
ploy,  and  too  often  baffle  the  beft  abilities. 

In  this  negledled  interval,  from  the  erup¬ 
tion  being  compleated,  to  the  acceffion  of 
the  fever  of  maturation,  and  its  concomi¬ 
tants  (an  interval  which  in  point  of  duration 
is  verv  different  in  different  conftitutions 
and  kinds  of  fmall-pox)  I  wdll  venture  in 
general  to  recommend  the  fame  mercurial 
antimonial  medicine  as  was  prefcribed  in 

the 
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the  eruptive  fever,  to  be  repeated  at  pro¬ 
per  intervals,  till  the  maturation  advances, 
at  which  time  it  mud:  certainly  be  dif- 
continued ;  and  thefe  circumftances  can  be 
regulated  only  by  thofe  who  attend  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  urgency  of  the  lymptoms,  and 
the  ftrength  of  the  patients  :  A  cupful 
of  the  following  apozem  Ihould  if  neceifary 
be  now  and  then  taken  after  the  mercurial 
medicine,  often  enough  to  procure  3  'or  4 
ftools  a  day,efpecially  if  the  patient  is  coftivef 

< 

Take  cream  of  tartar,  two  drachms  1  of 
manna,  one  ounce  j  diffolve  them  in 
one  quart  of  barley  water,  or  the  pedloral 
drink. 

r 

How  far  it  may  be  fafe  or  advifeable  for  the 
patients  to  venture  out  into  the  open  air  dur¬ 
ing  this  ftage  of  the  difeafe,  I  will  not  yet 
pretend  to  fay,  but  they  will  certainly  be 
both  refrefhed  and  invigorated,  by  being 
kept  out  of  bed  as  much  as  they  can  bear 
without  being  over-fatigued  ^  and  by  frelh 
air  let  in  fometimes  through  an  open  win- 
dow :  as  the  violence  of  the  eruptive  fever 
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with  its  attendant  complaints  muft  neceffarily 
exhauft  the  ftrength  and  fpirits,  both  fhould 
in  this  interval  be  recruited,  by  as  much 
proper  nourifhment  (fuch  as  has  been  men« 
tioned  in  the  former  part  of  this  chapter)  as 
can  be  taken  down  without  offending  the 
flomach ,  and  alfb  if  occafion  requires,  with 
medicines  of  a  cordial  and  anodyne  quality ; 
for  this  is  the  time  to  recover  as  much 
ftrength  as  poffible,  in  order  to  be  better 
able  to  encounter  and  bear  the  pain  and 
fever,  which  will  moft  certainly  happen,  as 
the  ftate  of  maturation  advances. 

I 

Medicines,  except  what  have  been  al¬ 
ready  mentioned,  feem  at  this  time  unnecef- 
fary,  and  they  would  interfere  with  and 
prevent  the  true  relifh  for  food. 

But  for  the  heft  method  of  treating  the 
fmall-pox  in  its  moft  dangerous  ftage,  I 
mean  that  of  maturation,  I  muft  refer  to 
the  feveral  learned  and  eminent  praftition- 
ers  w^ho  have  profeifedly  written  upon  the 
fubjed:,  whofe  opinions  and  pradice  I  nei¬ 
ther  pretend  to  corred:  or  amend.  I  fhall 

however 
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however  take  the  liberty  to  recommend 
one  medicine  to  be  ufed  in  that  ftage  of 
the  difeafe,  which  I  have  found  to  abate 
heat,  and  allay  third:,  in  fuch  a  manner  as 
to  afford  a  very  pleafing  refrefhment. 

Take  of  the  weak  fpirit  of  vitriol  one  part, 
of  the  fweet  fpirit  of  vitriol  two  parts; 
mix.  Of  this  the  quantity  of  half  an  ounce 
may  be  added  to  a  quart,  or  perhaps  three 
pints  of  barley  water,  or  the  pedoral 
drink,  or  any  other  diluent,  and  to  be 
drank  of  at  pleafure. 

I  have  at  prefen  t  nothing  farther  to  re¬ 
commend  ;  but  what  has  been  faid  will 
I  prefume  be  fufficient  with  the  cafes  an¬ 
nexed  (in  which  the  method  will  be  more 
plainly  deferibed)  to  juftify  further  trials  of 
the  cooling,  repelling,  and  evacuating  prac¬ 
tice  in  the  beginning  at  lead  of  the  natu¬ 
ral  fmall-pox,  till  the  eruption  is  compleat- 
ed,  efpecially  where  the  phylician  has  an 
opportunity  of  making  the  trial  before  the 
eruption  appears,  and  can  be  pretty  certain, 
or  has  good  reafon  to  conclude,  that  his 

patient’s 
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patient’s  diforder  is  variolous,  and  the  more 
violent  the  fymptoms  are  in  this  ftage  of 
the  difeafe,  the  more  we  fhall  be  induced 
to  employ  the  means  which  have  been  at¬ 
tended  with  fo  much  fuccefs,  in  the  fame 
ftage  of  the  difeafe  after  inoculation. 

But  it  may  be  afked,  if  I  was  called  to 
a  patient  in  a  bad  confluent  fmall-pox, 
and  finding  the  eruption  compleated,  whe¬ 
ther  in  fuch  a  cafe  I  fhould  venture  to  give 
and  continue  the  ufe  of  the  alterative  and 
purgative  medicine,  and  advife  the  patient 
to  go  out  if  he  can  bear  it  into  the  open 
air,  in  cold  weather,  or  direft  air  to  be  let 
in  thro’  a  windov/  even  w^hile  the  mercu¬ 
rial  purge  may  be  operating  ? 

Before  I  give  a  dired:  anfwer  to  this  quef- 
tion,  let  me  firft  alk  the  moft  experienced 
praSitioner,  whether  he  knows  any  method 
of  cure  which  may  in  bad  cafes  be  fafely 
relied  on,  to  avert  the  impending  danger, 

and  fave  his  patients  ?  The  too  well  knowm 
fatality  of  all  kinds  of  fmall  pox,  very 

L  clearly 
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dearly  proves  that  he  does  not,  and  that  no 
'  fuch  method  has  been  yet  difcovered.  And 
if  this  be  the  cafe,^  furely,  a  bold,  and  even 
hazardous  praQice,  is  very  juftifiable  in 
any  fuch  unhappy  patients,  y/ho  lie  as  it 
were  under  fentence  of  a  cruel  death,  not 
to  be  prevented  by  what  are  called  the  re- 
t^jnlar  and  ufual  methods.  But  ftill  it  may 
be  urged  that  no  impending  danger,  how¬ 
ever  great,  can  fufiiciently  juftify  the  trial 
of  any  hazardous  experiment,  unlefs  we 
can  have  recourfe  to  reafon  founded  on  ex~ 
perience :  happy,  indeed,  it  is,  when  w’-e 
have  thefe  two  guides  before  us  ^  but  v/hen 
they  are  feparated,  the  latter  i,s  certainly 
raoil;  to  be  relied  on,  and  her  I  have  en¬ 
deavoured  hitherto  to  follow. 

For  in  the  pradlice  of  inoculation  expe¬ 
rience  has  taught  me,  that  after  as  well  as 
before  the  eruption,  perfons  may  fafely 
take  mercurial  purges  and  go  out  during 
their  operation  (though  I  never  ad vifed  any 
to  do  fo)  into  the  cold  air,  in  inclement 
weather,  without  fuffering  the  leail;  harm 
or  fubfequent  ill  eonfequence  from  it.  And 
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by  this  experience,  I  was  led,  tho’  with  great 
caution,  to  try,  whether  the  fame  pradlice 
might  not  be  fafely  employed  in  the  cure  of 
the  natural  fmall-pox,  as  well  as  the  ino¬ 
culated  ;  nor  have  the  trials  been  unfuccelT- 
ful ;  for  though  among  the  patients  I  have 
treated  in  this  manner,  fome  had  confluent 
forts,  yet  were  the  complaints  unufually 
moderate  throughout  the  whole  progrefs 
of  the  difeafe,  and  the  maturation  was 
compleated  without  fuch  troublefome  and 
alarming  fymptoms  and  events  as  might 
be  expefled  under  any  other  known  me¬ 
thod  of  treatment,  nor  did  any  fecondary 
fever  enfue. 

I  would  not  however  be  underftood  to 
entertain  fo  good  an  opinion  of  this  method, 
as  to  infinuate  that  it  will  fave  all  who  have 
the  bad  confluent  kind ;  too  many  of  thefe 
are  for  the  mofl:  part  incurable ;  but  I  am 
not  without  hopes,  that  it  may  give  a  chance 
of  recovery,  hitherto  untried  of,  to  many  | 
and  even  if  this  alterative  and  evacuating 
courfe  in  the  early  part  of  the  difeafe  fliould 
not  fucceed,  fo  as  to  avert  the  approach^* 
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ing  danger,  I  think  there  is  great  reafon 
to  fuppofe  that  nouriihment,  cordials,  and 
opiates,  which  may  be  wanted  in  the  ftate 
of  maturation,  will  be  adminiftered  with 
more  advantage  and  fecurity  after  it,  than  if 
that  method  had  not  been  previoufly  taken. 

It  feems  necelTary  however  to  declare,  that 
nothing  which  has  been  faid  is  meant  to  re¬ 
late  to  pradtice  in  the  bleeding  or  purple 
fmall-pox ;  though  very  cold  repellent  me¬ 
thods  may  perhaps  deferve  to  be  tried  in 
thefe  hitherto  fatal  cafes,  provided  it  can 
be  done  early;  but  the  mercurial  evacuat¬ 
ing  courfe  feems  quite  improper. 

Upon  the  whole,  what  has  been  faid 
on  the  natural  fmall  pox,  muft  wait  the 
award  of  time  and  experience,  the  only 
tells  of  the  utility  of  any  pradlice ;  for  I 
have  lived  long  -enough  to  have  feen  feve- 
ral  inllances  where  very  ingenious  and  well 
meaning  men  have  been  greatly  miflakeri, 
by  relying  too  much  on  the  firft  impreffions 
made  by  a  few  fuccefsful  experiments. 
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CONCLUSION. 

Before  I  difmifs  the  fubjedt,  it  may 
not  be  improper  to  give  fome  ac¬ 
count  of  the  motives  that  induced  me  to 
adopt  this  method. 

During  the  courfeof  many  years  pradlicc 
of  inoculating  in  the  former  ufual  method, 
I  generally  committed  to  writing  the  mod: 
remarkable  occurrences,  to  have  recourfe 
to.  Among  thefe,  I  had  recorded  fome 
-  cafes,  which  proved  that  thofe  who  had 
fuffered  moft,  were,  in  general,  fuch  as 
had  been  kept  warm,  and  nurfed  with  the 
orreateft  tendernefs  and  care.  Thefe  fadts 

o 

difpofed  me  to  think  favourably  of  a  cooler 
manner  of  treating  the  difeafe,  and  made  me 
attentive  to  the  reports,  of  fuch  a  method 
having  been  pradtifed  in  fome  parts  of  this 
country  with  great  fuccefs,  tho’  too  ex¬ 
travagant  at  firft  to  deferve  credit. 
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The  reports  however  of  this  praftlce  ftill 
gained  ground  ;  and,  upon  the  ftrifteft  en¬ 
quiry,  I  found  they  were  for  the  moft  part 
true,  and  that  fuch  who  were  treated  in  this 
way,  palfed  thro’  the  diftemper  in  a  more 
favourable  manner,  than  my  own  patients, 
or  thofe  of  the  moft  able  pradlitioners  in 
the  old  method  of  inoculation  ;  alfo,  that 
the  inoculators  in  this  new  way  enjoined  a 
ftridter  regimen,  as  to  diet,  than  I  had  hi¬ 
therto  thought  neceffary ;  and  that  they 
frequently  brought  their  uninfeflied  patients 
into  the  prefence  of  thofe  who  had  the  dif- 
eafe,  and  inoculated  them  immediately 
with  fluid  matter,  taken  on  the  point  of  a 
lancet,  and  by  a  very  flight  punilure  or  in- 
cifion,  applying  no  drefljng  or  covering  af¬ 
terwards. 

This  way  of  performing  the  operation 
pleafed  me  as  far  as  related  to  the  flight- 
nefs  of  the  incifion,  and  the  ufe  of  frefh 
matter,  for  I  had  (in  common  with  other 
inoculators)  fometimes  failed  of  infecting, 
byufing  a  thread  that  had  been  kept  too  long 
in  a  phial ;  but  the  circumftance  of  bring- 
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ing  the  perfon  to  be  inoculated  into  the 
prefence  of  one  who  had  the  fmall  poK 
feemed  hazardous,  left  there  might  be  an 
accumulation  of  infedtion. 

All  doubts,  however,  were  at  laft  remov¬ 
ed  by  the  authenticated  accounts  that  I  re- 
ceived  of  thefe  particulars,  and  of  the  good 
fuccefs  that  attended  the  pradtice  5  and 
I  began  to  try  it  in  January  1765  3  when, 
after  having  diredled  a  ftridl  regimen  and 
fome  mercurial  purges,  I  inoculated  with 
fluid  matter,  proceeding  with  muchcircum- 
fpedlion  and  attention  3  my  patients  being 
expofed  to  the  open  air  in  that  cold  feafon„ 
The  great  advantage  they  received  from  this 
treatment  was  foon  apparent,  and  more 
than  fufflcient  to  encourage  my  continu¬ 
ance  in  the  pradtice  till  repeated  experi¬ 
ments  induced  me  to  think,  that  inftead  of 
fuppoflng  the  fever  in  the  fmall-pox  to  be 
the  inftrument  employed  by  nature  to  fub- 
due  and  expell  the  variolous  poifon,  we 
Ihould  rather  confider  it  as  her  greateft 
enemy,  which  if  not  vigoroufly  reftrained^ 
i$  apt  to  produce  much  dilguft  and  danger 3 

and 
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and  that  all  fuch  means  fhould  beufed  as  are 
moft  likely  to  controul  its  violence,  and  ex- 
tinguiih  the  too  great  fervor  of  the  blood. 
Purfuant  to  this  opinion,  belides  keeping 
my  patients  in  the  open  air,  which  I  had 
learned  from  others,  I  firfl:  diredted  the 
mercurial  and  antimonial  medicine,  and  the 
laxative  courfe  in  the  eruptive  ftate ;  the 
manner  of  adminiftring  which,  and  the  fuc- 
cefs  attending,  has  been  already  related. 

It  may  perhaps  appear  lingular  that  bleed¬ 
ing  has  neither  been  once  mentioned  or  di- 
redled  in  the  courfe  of  this  work,  tho’  by 
general  confent,  it  is  allowed  to  be  the  moft 
efficacious  remedy  in  all  inflammatory  cafes. 
To  this  I  can  only  reply,  that  the  regimen 
and  medicines  above  prefcribed,  commonly 
reduce  the  patients  fo  much  as  to  render 
bleeding  unneceflary.  And  in  the  natural 
fmall-pox  it  feemed  moft  reafonable  to  ad¬ 
here  as  ftridtly  as  poffible  to  thofe  meafures 
which  had  contributed  apparently  fo  much 
towards  palling  fo  eafily  through  inocula¬ 
tion.  I  doubt  not,  however,  that  cafes  wdll 

arife. 
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arlfe  in  which  bleeding  may  not  only  be 
fafe  but  extremely  falutary. 

It  will  probably  be  needlefs  to  acquaint 
the  reader,  that  I  have  difclofed  the  whole 
of  what  I  know  with  certainty  relative  to 
this  procefs,  the  regimen,  the  medicines, 
the  different  types  of  the  difeafe,  the  rules 
of  prognoftick,  and  various  events.  And  I 
bel  ieve,  if  the  method  now  recommended 
is  carefully  purfued,  it  will  be  found  to  an- 
fwer  with  a  fuccefs,  at  leaft,  equal  to  any  yet 
difeovered.  Neverthelefs  it  is  reafonable 
to  fuppofe  that  further  experience  may  pro¬ 
duce  fome  improvem.ents ;  yet  when  it  is 
conffdered  how  ffiort  a  time  is  required  for 
preparation^  how  few  medicines  are  to  be 
taken ;  thofe  medicines  neither  naufeous 
in  themfelves,  nor  violent  in  their  operation, 
of  a  kind  likely  to  be  beneficial  to  moft  con- 
ftitiitions,  and  hurtful  to  none,  unlefs  in- 
judicioufly  adminiftered ;  that  the  difeafe  is 
ufually  fo  mild  as  to  require  little  or  no  con¬ 
finement,  the  complaints  of  far  the  greater 
number  being,  that  they  have  too  little  of 
thediftemper,  and  that  the  difagreeable  con-

fequences  which  fometimes  happened  after 
the  former  method  of  inoculation  are  like- 
wife  by  this  moft  commonly  obviated  ;  I 
do  not  fee  that  much  alteration  can  be  even 
wifhed  for.  That  which  appears  moft  likely 
to  be  made,,  is  in  fhortening  the  time  of 
preparation ;  for  as  Thave  often  been  ob- 
liged  to  inoculate  without  any,  and  have 
always  had  the  fame  fuccefs,  it  has  inclined 
me  to  think,  that  much,  if  not  the  v/hole  of 
this  procefs  may  be  difpenfed  with  (except 
in  very  full  habits,  or  w^here  other  parti¬ 
cular  circumftances  may  require  it) :  But  in 
all  thefe  cafes,  from  the  infertion  of  the 

matter  to  the  time  of  the  emotive  com-

plaints,  the  patients  have  been  kept  to  a 

clofe  obfervance  of  diet,  and  the  ufe  of 

\ 

the  preparatory  medicines  proportioned  as 
well  as  I  could  to  their  condition  :  For  I 
durft  not,  by  way  of  experiment,  difpenfe 
with  the  ufe  of  meafures  that  had  been 
hitherto  fo  fuccefsfuL

Should  it  be  afked  then,'  To  what  parti? 
cular  circumftance  the  fuccefs  is  owing  ?  I 
only  anfwer,  that  although  the  whole 
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process  may  have  fome  {hare  In  it.  In  my 

opinion  it  conlifts  chiefly  in  the  method  of 

inoculating  with  recent  fluid  matter,  and 

in  the  management  of  the  patients  at  the 

time  of  eruption.  If  thefe  conjedlures  fhould

be  true,  perhaps  we  fhalhbe  found  to  have 
improved  but  little  upon  the  judicious  Sy¬ 
denham’s  cool  method  of  treating  the  dif- 
eafe,  and  the  old  Greek  Woman’s  method 
of  inoculating  with  fluid  matter  carried 
warm  in  her  fervant’s  bofom. 
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CASE 


C  A  S'  E  I. 


Nov.  Very  ftrong,  fat,  middle-aged 
23d.  man  was  inoculated  with  fluid 

matter,  from  a  perfon  pretty  full  of  the  na^ 
tural  fmall-pox,  and  near  the  crifis. 

26th,  He  came  to  me,  that  i  might  in- 
fpedt  the  arm,  which  then  appeared  to  be 
certainly  infedted,  and  very  forward. 

28th,  He  came  to  the  houfe,  and  inform¬ 
ed  me  he  had  been  taken  very  ill  on  the 
26th  in  the  evening,  and  continued  fo  all 
the  next  day.  His  complaints  had  been, 
-great  pains  in  his  head  and  back,  with 
heat,  third',  and  redleflnefs.  He  w^as  at 


this  time,  how^ever,  pretty  well ;  but  on  in- 
fpedling  the  arms,  they  appeared  much  in¬ 
flamed  for  a  conflderabie  fpace  round  the 
incidon,  and  the  crifypelatous  appearance

gradually  extended  itfelf  over  the  greateft; 
part  of  the  arms  between  the  elbow  and 
Ihoulder.  He  now  complained  only  of 
flight  flying  pains  in  his  head  and  limbs, 
but  v/ithout  the  leafl:  degree  of  fever  :  After 
a  bad  night’s  reft,  feveral  eruptions  v/erc 
difcovcred  on  the  hips,  and  one  on  the 
neck.  Some  of  thefe  were  maturated, 
others  dried  away  1  and,  upon  the  whole, 
the  procedure  was  fuch  as  would  not  by 
any  have  been  called  variolous,  if  unattend¬ 
ed  with  other  circumftances,

Nov.  23d.]  A  healthy  ftrong  man,  in¬ 
oculated  at  the  fame  time,  and  from  the 
fame  perfon,  with  the  laft,  accompanied 
him  alfo  on  the  26th,  when  the  arm  of  this 
patient  appeared  in  a  very  doubtful  ftate 
refpecling  the  infedtion. 

On  the  28th  when  he  came  to  the  houfe, 
the  fkin  at  the  inciflon  was  difcoloured, 
felt  hard,  feemed  thickened,  but  did  not 
appear  inflamed  y  nor  did  he  allow  it  had 
itched,  or  that  he  had  perceived  any  alter¬ 
ation  in  his  health.

Things 
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Things  remaining  in  this  ftate,  I  indcti*’ 
latcd  him  again  on  the  30th  in  the  morn¬ 
ing,  being  the  eighth  day  from  the  firft  in¬ 
oculation.  On  the  evening  of  the  fame 
day  he  complained  of  chillinefs,  attended 
with  pain  in  his  head  and  limbs,  and  paffed 
an  uneafy  night.  Thefe  complaints  lafted 
in  a  very  moderate  degree  for  two .  days 
more,  but  without  the  lead:  appearance  of 
fever.  A  very  few  pimples  were  difcover- 
ed  upon  the  decline  of  thefe  fymptoms,  but 
they  foon  vanifhed  without  maturating. 

CASE  III. 

Nov.  a3d.]  A  third  patient,  a  young  man 
20  years  of  age,  was  inoculated  with  the 
two  laft.  I  had  not  feen  his  arm  from  the 
time  he  was  inoculated  to  the  28th,  when 
he  came  to  the  houfe  in  company  with  the 
others.  He  faid  the  incifed  part  had  itch¬ 
ed  very  much  the  firft  three  or  four  days, 
but  it  now  appeared  nearly  in  the  fame  ftate 
as  the  preceding. 

He  was  -alfo  inoculated  again  on  the 
30th.  But  as  the  fucceeding  complaints 
and  doubtful  eruption  in  this  cafe  bore  an 

exadl 
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cxa<3:  refemblance  to  tliofe  of  the  former,  it 
is  needlefs  to  repeat  them. 

Nothing  happened  to  either  from  the  fe^ 
cond  inoculation. 

CASE  IV. 

1765,  May  5th.]  A  man  aged  24  was 
inoculated  5  after  which  he  went  to  vilit  a 
relation,  till  it  fhould  be  thought  proper 
for  him  to  come  to  the  houfe,  which  I  di- 
redled  hirn  to  do  on  the  nth,  if  he  fhould 
continue  well  till  that  time. 

He  took  with  him  two  calomel  pills,  one 
of  five  and  the  other  of  ten  grains.  He 
was  ordered  to  take  the  leaft  on  Wednefday, 
the  other  on  the  following  night;  and  an 
\  ounce  of  purging  falts  next  morning. 

I  did  not  fee  him  till  the  nth,  when 
he  came  to  the  houfe  :  He  was  then  per^ 
fedlly  well,  but  faid  he  had  been  a  little 
giddy  for  the  lafi:  day  or  two,  and  that  his 
head  ached  very  much  the  preceding  day  for 
about  an  hour,  infomuch  that  he  thought 
he  muft  have  come  over  ;  that  his  arm  had 
itched  very  much,  and  the  purge  worked 
yery  ht’hkly* 


Upon 
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Upon  examining  the  arms^  both  incifions 
appeared  to  be  conliderably  inflamed,  and 
looked  juft  as  is  ufual  on  the  approach  of 
the  eruptive  fever,  which  I  had  not  the  leaft 
doubt  would  foon  happen. 

On  the  1 2th,  he  complained  of  fome  pain 
in  the  right  fhoulder,  and  under  the  arm, 
which  he  faid  was  ftift,  and  felt  as  if  it 
was  fwelled.  However,  he  continued  per- 
fedtly  well,  and  free  from  all  complaints 
to  the  1 5th ;  the  arms  appearing  as  is 
ufual  when  the  diftemper  is  attended  with 
very  few  puftules,  that  is  to  fay,  not  quite 
free  from  inflammation,  but  with  a  flight 
one. 

^  The  cafe  being  not  fo  clear  as  could  be 
wiflied,  in  order  to  be  thoroughly  fatisfied, 

I  inoculated  him  again,  taking  particular 
care  to  infed:  the  part  well. 

On  the  1 6th  iii  the  morning  he  took  a 
dofe  of  Inf.  Sen.  and  Manna. 

He  continued  quite  well,  and  no  itch¬ 
ing,  or  figns  of  infedion  appeared  from  the 
laft  inoculation. 
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CASE  V. 

May  3d.]  A  man  of  44  was  inoculated. 

I  faw  him  every  day,  and  it  was  eafy  to  per¬ 
ceive  that  the  infection  had  taken  place 
very  early. 

On  the  7th  it  appeared  fo  forward,  that 
I  ventured  to  prognofticate  he  would  have 
a  very  early  and  mild  diforder,  and  no  erup¬ 
tion. 

On  the  8  th  he  complained  of  a  pain  in  his 
head  and  back,  and  that  he  felt  a  general 
uncafinefs,  attended  with  a  lofs  of  appetite, 
which  at  other  times  was  very  good.  He 
continued  complaining  in  this  manner  that 
whole  day,  but  on  the  next  found  himfelf 
pretty  well,  and  continued  fo  without  any 
other  illnefs.  The  inflamed  appearance  on 
the  inciiion  abated  from’ this  time. 

His  health  returned,  and  he  ftill  remains  ' 
perfedtly  v/ell, 

C  A  S  E  VI. 

A  middle  aged  man  was  inoculated  at 
the  fame  time ;  whofe  cafe  in  every  cir- 

N  cumftance 
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cumftance  fo  nearly  refembled  the  former, 
as  to  render  it  iieedlefs  to'  enumerate  the 
particulars. 

Both  were  inoculated  a  feeond  time  with¬ 
out  any  eruption  or  lign^  of  infection  hap¬ 
pening  in  confequence  of  it. 

CASE  VII. 

Dec.  5th.]  A  healthy  man  of  38  was 
inoculated.  On  the  7th  he  called  on  me, 
when  his  arm  itched  eery  much,  and  (hew¬ 
ed  certain  marks  of  the  infedtion  having 
fucceeded. 

The  inflammatory  appearance  was  then 
confiderably  abated,  and  the  inciflons  feem- 
ed  difpofed  to  heal.  He  felt  no  uneaflnefs 
on  the  part,  nor  had  he  any  illnefl. 

On  the  ji2th  and  13th  he  complained  of 
pains  in  his  head  and  limbs,  as  alfo  of  ftifF- 
nefs  under  his  arms,  which  I  efteem  one 
of  the  mofl:  certain  proofs  of  the  infedtion 
having  taken  place.  There  was  no'  altera- 
ation  in  the  pulfe,  nor  any  other  fign  of  a 
, fevers  a  few  pimples  about  the  neck  and 
arms  followed  thefeconiplaints,  yet  not  fuch 

as  I  (hould  have  efteemed  variolous  on  any 

■  r  ‘  other 
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Other  occahoh  ;  for  fome  foon  difappeared  5 
and  others,  which  remained  long  enough 
to  have  a  little  matter  formed  in  them,  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  this  ftate  with  great  irregularity. 

He  was  inoculated  again,  but  without 
the  lead:  efFed:. 

CASE  VIII. 

A  man  between  50  and  60  was  inocu¬ 
lated  about  four  in  the  afternoon  :  On  the 
morning  of  the  third  day  after  the  inocula¬ 
tion  I  firft  faw  his  arms,  when  they  fhew- 
ed  uncommon  figns  of  infection,  being  al¬ 
ready  much  inflamed  ;  and  upon  enquiry,  I 
received  from  him  the  following  account : 
That  on  the  fame  evening  he  was  inocu¬ 
lated,  he  felt  an  uneafinefs  and  numbnefs 
at  and  near  the  place  of  infertion;  and  that 
the  day  following,  thefe  complaints  in- 
creafed,  and  fpread  up  to  the  fhoulder  of 
one  arm,  which  was- very  ftiff  and  numbed ; 
that  the  incifion  had  itched  feveral  times, 
and  his  arms  felt  as  if  he  had  been  bruifed 
by  a  blow  with  a  very  large  flick.  And 
on  the  preceding  evening,  which  was  the 
fecond  from  the  inoculation,  his  head  had 
'  N  2  been 
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been  giddy  and  in  pain,  accompanied  with 
fome  chilly  fits  j  but  all  thefc  fenfations 
went  off  v/ithoutany  other  illnefs.  He  had 
refted  well,  and  never  thought  himfelf  in 
better  health. 

From  this  time  I  faw  him  at  difierept 
times  every  day,  and  he  continued  in  per^ 
fedl  health;  only  fometimes,  efpecially  to-^ 
wards  evening,  he  faid  he  felt  as  if  he  had 
drank  too  much,  The  arms  were  much 
inflamed,  but  on  the  6th  and  yth  day  they 
altered  their  colour  to  a  darker  hue,  and 
the  inflammation  and  hardnefs  were  evi¬ 
dently  abating.  He  now  defired  to  go  a 
journey  of  about  20  miles  on  bufinefs ;  and 
this  I  confented  to,  from  an  abfolute  con¬ 
fidence  that  he  was  fecure  from  any  alarm¬ 
ing  attack  ;  having  firfl:  enjoined  him  not 
to  go  into  company  VvTere  he  might  rifque 
fpreading  the  infedlion:  for  his  breath  at  this 
time  had  that  peculiar  oflhnfive  fmell  which 
accompanies  the.  difeafe. 

He  returned  the  following  day,  being 
the  8th,  in  the  afternoon,  making  no 
complaint  but  of  hunger ;  yet  faid  his 
head  had  aked  the  preceding  night  after 
is  journeve  His  arms  were  now  ra-

ther 
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ther  more  inflamed,  which  I  attributed  to 
the  friftion  they  might  have  in  the  chaife  ; 
but  from  this  time  all  complaints  of  every 
kind  ceafed.  His  arms  fjon  became  quite 
well ;  he  took  his  firft  purge  on  the  fol¬ 
lowing  day,  a  fecond  on  the  i  ith,  and  re¬ 
turned  home  on  the  13  th  from  the  ino¬ 
culation,  without  having  a  a  lingle  eruption 
of  any  kind. 

It  is  remarkable  in  this  gentleman’s  cafe, 
that  being:  fo  well,  he  did  not  chufe  to  live 
with  thofe  who  had  the  diftemper,  but  con¬ 
tinued  in  a  lodging  with  his  wife,  who  ac¬ 
companied  him  by  way  of  nurfe,  upon 
full  confidence  of  having  had  the  fmall 
pox  many  years  fince.  However,  after  they 
got  home,  llie  fell  ill,  and  had  the  diftem¬ 
per  in  a  very  clear  but  favourable  manner, 
and  doubtlefs  caught  it  of  her  hufband. 

CASE  IX. 

A  young  gentleman  aged  19  was  inocu¬ 
lated  June  ad  176^. 

On  the  3d  he  rode  out  with  a  friend  in 
an  open  chaife  3  and  it  being  ftormy  wea¬ 
ther,  returned  home  wet.  I  called  on  him 
next  morning,  and  found  him  in  bed,  com¬ 
plaining 
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plaining  that  he  had  refted  ill,  felt  fhoot- 
ing  pains  in  his  head,  his  throat  a  little 
fore,  thought  himfelf  feverifh,  and  that  he 
had  taken  cold  the  preceding  day.  All  this 
feemed  very  probable :  His  pulfe  was  too 
quick,  though  the  heat  not  confiderable, 
and  he  was  in  a  moderate  fweat. 

Herofe  about  lo,  and  kept  within  doors 
the  whole  day,  complaining  of  wearinefs, 
flight  pain  in  the  head  and  about  the  ihoul- 
ders  y  alfo  that  the  incifed  parts  felt  un- 
ealy,  and  itched. 

On  the  5th  he  thought  his  cold  confide- 
rably  better,  and  ventured  abroad.  His 
arm  appeared  certainly  infedted,  and  very 
forward;  infomuch’ that  I  fufpeflied  he 
would  have  no  more  illnefs  in  confequence 
of  the  inoculation. 

On  the  7th  the  inflammation  on  the  arm 
was  confiderably  abated,  and  the  incifion 
feemed  difpofed  to  heal. 

Apprehending  from  thefe  circumftances 
that  nothing  more  was  to  be  expected  from 
the  operation,  he  was  inoculated  again  in 
the  evening,  from  a  perfon  who  had  the  dif- 
temper  pretty  full,  tho’  of  a  diftind:  kind 
in  the  natural  way. 


No 
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No  marks,  however,  of  infedlon  enfued 
from  this  laft  operation ;  and  he  continued 
viiiting  with  me  many  patients  in  all  ftages 
of  the  difeafe :  So  that  it  is  probable  he  was 
then  in  more  danger  of  infeftion  than  he 
will  ever  be. 

C  ASE  X. 

Dec  1 9.]  A  healthy  florid  young  man  was 
inoculated  in  both  arms ;  and  foon  after  on 
the  fame  day  he  felt  a  difagreeable  numb- 
nefs  and  ftiffnefs,  beginning  at  the  incifion 
in  one  arm,  and  extending  as  high  up  as 
the  fhoulder.  That  night  at  going  to  bed 
he  took  5  grains  of  calomel  in  a  pill. 

On  the  2oth  the  fame  kind  of  fehfation 
in  the  arm  remained,  extending  alfo  to  that 
fide  of  the  head,  which  was  in  fome  pain. 
Thefe  complaints  continued  this  day  and 
the  next.  I  ordered  him  to  take  the  fame 
mercurial  pill  at  going  to  bed. 

22d,  Another  indifferent  night,  with  the 
fame  complaints,  and  a  ftiffnefs  in  both 
fhoulders.  The  pulfe  appeared  to  be  rather 
quickened,  but  without  any  fuch  increafe  of 

warmth 
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warmth  as  was  fufficient  to  be  called  fever. 
The  incifions  were  unufually  forward. 

23d  in  the  morning  I  was  told  he  was 
better,  and  had  taken  a  ride  to  viht  his  mo¬ 
ther  at  about  10  miles  diftance  j  alfo  that 
he  had  feveral  pimples,  which  were  believed 
to  be  the  diftemper. 

In  the  afternoon  he’returned,  when  Ifound 
there  were  feveral  puftules  out,  which  had 
the  appearance  of  being  true  fmall-pox^  and 
his  arms  were  as  forward  as  is  ufual  at  the 
time  of  eruption.  All  his  complaints  were 
now  gone  off,  and  he  feemed  quite  well. 

24th.  Gone  abroad  for  his  pleafure. 

afth.  He  called  on  me^  and  thepuftules 
having  advanced  properly  towards  matura¬ 
tion,  I  ordered  him  immediately  to  the 
houfe,  where  he  remained  perfectly  well, 
and  the  puftules  which  were  about  20,  ma¬ 
turated  very  kindly. 

27th.  He  took,  a  purgative,  which  ope¬ 
rated  moderately.  On  on  the  28th,  he 
returned  home  in  good  health,  and  has 
continued  fo  ever  hnce. 
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CASE  xr. 

T wo  men  v/ere  inoculated  at  the  fame 
time,  the  one  about  40  years  of  age,  cor- 
jpulent,  and  fubjed;  to  the  rheumatifm^  the 
other  betwen  50  and  60^  very  thin  and 
healthy. 

I  faw  both  thefe  patients  on  the  third 
day,  when  the  places  of  infertion  were  ia 
each  fo  very  much  inflamed,  that  I  was 
pretty  certain  they  would  fcarce  have  any 
eruption,  and  acquainted  them  with  my 
opinion  ;  both  made  complaints  of  itching 
and  uneafinefs  in  the  part ;  there  was  how¬ 
ever  this  difference,  the  elder  faid  he  had 
felt  a  numbnefs  arid  fmarting  from  the  time 
of  inoculation,  particularly  the  following 
night ;  that  his  head  had  been  in  pain,  and 
he  had  had  feveral  chilly  fits.  The  other 
xomplained  that  his  arms  felt  hot  and  itched, 
.but  he  was  very  well.  They  both  came 
to  me  on  the  flxth  day;  when  the  inflam¬ 
mation  on  the  arm  of  the  elder  was  con- 
fiderably  abated  5  and  he  faid  from  the 
time  that  I  faw  him  laft,  he  had  remained 
free  from  any  complaint,  except  a  flight 
imeafinefs  on  the  parts  inferiled.  The

9th  or  loth  day.  I  therefore  ventured  to 
affare  her,  that  the  diieafe  v/ould  pafs  over 
in  a  very  flight  manner,  and  moft  probably 
without  any  erupition ;  and  the  event  jus¬ 
tified  my  prognoftic.  ,  ' 

She  complained  a  little  of  pain  in  her 
head  for  feveral  evenines,  and  the  inflam- 
mation  on  her  arm  inereafed  ;  but  on  the 
fixth  day  it  began  -to  tarn  to  a  yellowifii 
brown,  and  every  inflammatory  appearance 
v/ore  off :  She  remained  perfectly  well,  liv¬ 
ing  with  thofe  who  had  the  diftemper,  and 
in  an  infedled  houfe,  vvitliout  any  illneis. 
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Cases  attended  with  an  Erysi-*-

CASE  XIIL 

JAnuary  pth  a  ftrong  healthly  man  aged 
24  was  inoculated.  The  eruptive  com¬ 
plaints  began  on  the  -  8  th  day,  ran  pretty 
high,  and  on  the  inoculated  parts  of  each 
arm  he  felt  very  great  and  unufual  pains. 
On  the  lotla  a  true  eryfipelatous  welling 
attacked  one  arm,  and  extended  from  the 
fhoulder  to  the  elbow,  the  other  was  alfo 
affeded  in  the  like  manner,  but  not  fo  con- 
fiderably.  In  the  evening  of  the  fame  day 
he  complained  of  great  pain  and  forenefs 
about  his  ftomach,  and  at  this  time  the  whole 
furface  of  the  fkin  vyas  nearly  covered  with 
a  rafh  and  petechial  fpots  of  different  co¬ 
lours  and  fizes'. 

What  I  diftinguifh  by  the  name  of  rafh, 
were  pimples  much  refembling  the  confluent 
pocks,  and  riling  above  the  fkin  ;  the  pete¬ 
chial  fpots  were  interfperfed,  and  even  with 
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the  fkin  5  fome  of  thefe  were  fm^ll  like  flea- 
bites,  others  were  near  as  Urge  as  a  filver 
penny  ^  fome  were  of  a  very  dark  purple, 
'and  others  of  a  livid  colour.  I  obferved 
them  carefully,  affifted  by  a  good  convex 
glafs,  and  found  the  appearances  Angular 

and  alarming.  But  as  the  fever  was  not 

.  *  ^  ' 

high  in  proportion  to  fuch  appearances,  the 
head  and  back  free  from  pain,  and  no  great 

j 

weaknefs  attended,  the  event  feemed  to  be 
the  lefs  doubtful.  The  patient  drank  a  bafon  of 
white  wine  whey  at  going  to  bed,  and  I  found 
him  pretty  well  in  the  morning  :  the  Eryfi- 
pelas  began  to  be  lefs  fiery,  and  put  on  a 
darker  hue ;  a  few  large  diflind:  puftules  of 
real  fmall-pox  foon  difcovered  themlelves, 
^nd  from  this  time  all  went  on  very  well ; 
the  arms  indeed  were  of  a  livid  colour  for 
fome  time,  but  gave  the  patient  no  pain  or 
uneafinefs,  fo  that  he  paffed  through  the 
whole  procefs  perfedly  well  in  every  other 
refped. 

CASE  XIV. 

A  healthy  young  woman  20  years  of  age, 
after  having  taken  two  of  the  preparatory 
powders,  had  a  flight  fever  accompanied  with 

'  ..  '  ficknefs^ 
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iicknefs  at  floinach,  which,  were  followed  by 
an  cryfipelatous  on  this  account  inocu¬ 

lation  was  poftponed  four  days,  when  the 
rafh  was  totally  gone.  Gn  the  yth  day  from 
the  inoculation,  file  began  to  have  the  erup¬ 
tive  fymptorns,  v/hich  v/ere  accompanied 
with  more  fever  and  pain  in  the  head  and 
back  than  is  iifual,  alio  very  great  iicknefs 
and  vomiting  ^  thefe  were  fucceeded  by  a 
univerfal  raft],  of  the  fame  kind  as  had  hap¬ 
pened  before  3  in  thi^  fttuation  fhe  was  or¬ 
dered  to  keep  her  room,  and  the  following 
medicine-  directed : 

Take  compound  powder  of  crabs  claws,  one 
fcruple  ; .  emetic  tartar,  one  grain. 

T"his  operated  rnoderately  by  -vomit,  dif- 
charging  fome  bile,  and  aifo  twice  by  ftooL 
The  ftomach  v/as  much  relieved,  but  therafti 
remained,  and  put  on  fo  much  the  appear¬ 
ance  of  a  confluent  eruption,  that  I  could 
fcarce  be  fatisfied  it  was  not  fo,  though  I  had 
feen  in  the  fame  perfon  but  a  few  days  be¬ 
fore  a  fnialler  degree  of  the  fame  rafli.  'What 
made  the  cafe  more  doubtful  w^as,  that  the 
fever  ftiil  remained  pretty  high  3  and  her  head

^rid  back  were  not'  much  relieved  ""by  this 
eruption.  In  this  htuation  I  did  not  think  it 
advifeable  to  expofe  the  patient  to  the  open 
air,  but  diredled  only  a  faline  mixture,  with 
compound  powder  of  crabs  claw’s,  and  that 
file  mould  keep  her  room,  hiit  not  her 
bed.  ^ 

;  On  the  loth  a  few  diftindl  puftules  were  to 
be  diilinguiflied,  the  rafh  began  to  look  fainter, 
and  the  whole  terminated  in  a  very  favourable 
diflind:  eruption,  without  any  particular  acci¬ 
dent  :  the  fkin  peeled  off  univerfally,  as  is  not 
uncommon  after  a  rafli.

CASE  XV. 

A  man  aged  44,  on  the  iixth  day  after  in¬ 
oculation  began  to  complain  of  pains  in  his 
head  and  back,  and  of  being  frequently  very 
cold.  Thefe  lafted  with  great  feverity,  info- 
much  that  he  took  the  alterative  pill,  a  purg¬ 
ing  draught,  and  kept  much  in  the  air  till  the 
pth,  when  about  10  puftules  appear’d,  and 
his  complaints  .ceafed,  Thefe  feemed  likely 
to  dry  away  without  maturating,,  which  is  not 

un» 
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unfrequently  the  eafe,  where  there  are  very 
few.

On  the  1 2th  he  took  a  purge;  his  arm  re¬ 
mained  conliderably  inflamed  ;  but  as  he  was 
very  defirous  of  going  to  a  relation’s  houfe. 
where  he  propoftd  to  be  aired,  I  cohlented 
to  it* 

On  the  1 6th  T  was  told  he  liad  been  miich 
Indifpofed  fince  his  remoVah  and  that  ht 
wifhed  to  fee  me. 

Oh  the  lyth  I  vifited  him,  and  found  a  con- 
flderable  number  of  puftules,  to  the  amouitt 
of  about  40,  in  the  face,  of  true  fmall  pox. 
The  account  he  gave  me  was,  that  he  found 
himfelf  very  ill  on  the  evening  after  his  re¬ 
moval,  and  that  he  perceived  the  puftules  the 
next  morning.  This  was  on  the  14th  day 
from  the  inoculation,  and  the  forwardnefs 
they  were  in  agreed  well  with  his  account. 
His  arm  continued  much  inflamed,  with 
many  puftules  near  the  incifion. 

CASE  XVL 

A  healthy  young  man  was  inoculated  De¬ 
cember  6th,  1766.  On  the  nth  and  12th 

he

he  was  cold  and  hot  alternately^  and  com-  > 

piained  of  great  pain  in  his  head^  back,  and 
limbs. 

The  I'lth  be  was  much  eafier,  but  ftill 
felt  pains  in  his  head  and  back.  The  inocu¬ 
lated  parts,  which  from  the  operation  till  this 
day  I  had  no  opportunity  of  feeing,  fbewed 
evident  figns  of  infedtion  ^  but  the  fkin  at  the 
incilion  was  pale^  not  elevated,  nor  did  a  thiri 
fluid  appear  under  the  cuticle,  as  is  ufuai  when 
the  progrefs  of  infedtion  is  favourable  ^  nei¬ 
ther  had  he  felt  much  uneafinefs  about  the  in- 
cifions,  or  fliffnefs  in  the  axilla. 

14th.  He  was  ftee  from  all  complaints^ 
the  difcolouration  on  the  arm  had- ipread 
wider,  and  two  or  three ‘puftules  were  difeo- 
vered  near  the  place  of  infertibn,* 

15th.  Many  puflules  appeared '  in  different 
parts,  about  one  hundred.

I  (5th.  The  puftules  were  properly  advanced^’ 
and  the  man  feemed  to  be  perfedtly  well. 
But  there  were  now  fome  appearances  in  the 
arm  which  I  was  diflatisfied  with :  for  the  in^ 
oculated  part  was  covered  with  a  great  number 

P  of 
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of  very  fmall  pale-coloured  confluent  puf^ 
tales ;  and  the  incifion,  inftead  of  being  ele¬ 
vated,  was  deprefled,  and  of  a  livid  colour  in 
the  middle :  this  fometimes  happens,  and 
denotes  an  efchaf  and  ulceration  at  the  con- 
clufion  of  the  difeafe*, 

17th.  He  was  feized  in  the  middle  of  the 
day  with  a  fhivering  fit,  fucceeded  by  great 
heat,  and  pain  in  the  head,  ^back,  and  limbs, 
which  continued  all  the  following  night.  He 
likewife  felt  confiderable  pain  at  the  incifion, 
and  in  the  flioulder  extending  to  the  axilla. 

1 8th.  In  the  morning  he  complained  of 
great  pain  at  the  incifion  up  to  the  flioulder 
and  the  axilla  of  one  arm.  The  pulfe  was 
very  quick,  and  the  fever  high.  In  this  fitua- 

tion  I  made  no  doubt  but  there  would  be  a 

♦ 

fecond  erupdon,  and  therefore  perfuaded  him 
‘  to  get”  up  and  go  into  the  air,  and  diredted  an 
infufion  of  fena  and  manna  to  be  taken  im¬ 
mediately.

This  operated  four  times,  and  he  was  con- 
‘  fiderably  relieved  of  all  his  complaints  ;  but 
frefh  puflules  now  made  their  appearance  on 
the  fece  and  otdier  parts,  to  the  amount  of  double 

the 
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t%e  number  at  lead  of  the  fird.  From  this  time 
he  remained  quite  free  from  fever,  2md  every 
other  complaint ;  the  lad  pudules/  as  well  as 
the  fird,  maturating  in  the  mod  favourable 
manner.  But  what  is  very-remarkable,  both 
crops  of  puduies  ripened  nearly  about  the 
fame  time;  for  the  progrefs  of  thofe  which 
came  out  drd  feemed  to  be  retarded  by  the 
fecond  eruptive  fever,  and  the  latter  puduies 
advanced  quicker  than  ufual. 

CASE  XVIL 

June  2d.]  Twenty-two  perfons  were  inocu¬ 
lated,  who  lodged  in  two  neighbouring  houfes. 
On  the  4,th  in  the  evening  one  of  them,  a 
inan  aged  3c,  Had  a  fhivering  fit,  fucceeded 
by  fever,  with  pain  in  the  head,  back,  and 
fide,  which  continued  all  night. 

5th,  In  the  morning,  when  I  fird  vlfited 
him,  the  pulfe  was  very  quick,  full,  and 
drong,  and  the  former  complaints  remained, 
but  I  found  him  walking  about  the  houfe. 
On  infpedting  the  incifions,  both  were  quite 
well ;  while  thofe  of  every  one  of  his  afTo- 
ciates,  which  I  faw  at  the  fame  fime,  fhewed 
evident  marks^of  infedlion.  , 


This 
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This  patient,  had  been  very  much  in  th^ 
way  of  infcftidn,  and  I  fafpedled  that  he 
was  going  to  have  the  fm all  .pox  in  the  na¬ 
tural  way :  I  therefore  direfted  the  mercurial 
and  antimoniai  pill  to  be  taken  at  night,  and 
that  he  lliould  go  into  the  air  as  much  as  he 
could  bear,  but  not" go  into  bed. 

-  6^th,  In  the  morning  I  was  informed  that  he 
had  been  fick  and  vomited,  without  having  a 
ftool ;  and  that  all  his  complaints  remained, 
though  not  quite  fo  violent.  I  prefcribed  half 
an  ounce  of  glaubers  fait  and  half  an  ounce  of 
manna,  diffolved  in  water-grud,  to  be  taken 
immediately. 

In  the  afternoon  I  found  him  in  bed,  but 
was  told  he  had  been  in  the  air,  and  that  the 
purge  had  operated  four  times.  He  was  now 
difpofed  to  fvv^eat,  and  his  pains  were  abated ; 
but  the  fever  remained  as  before,  with  a 
white  dry  tongue  5  he  had  a  troubiefome 
, cough,  difficult  refpiration,  and  great  op- 
.preffion  at  his  ftomach,  but  there  was  not  the 
-.leafl;  fign  of  infedion  in  the  arm. 

yth.  In  the  morning  he  was  much  in  the 
'  fame  date,  only  weaker.  I  prefcribed  a  fait 
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pf  wormwood  mixture,  with  Mindererus^ 
fpirit,  an  oily  mixture  for  his  cough,  and  one 
p-rain  of  emetic  tartar  mixed  with  lo  grains 

O 

pf  compound  powder  of  crabs  claws  to  be 
taken  in  the  evening. 

'  8th.  He  had  four  ftools  in  the  night,  fweat- 
ed  pretty  well,  and  got  fome  deep ;  but  he 
coughed  much,  breathed  with  difficultly,  ex- 
peftorated  fome  thin  frothy  phlegm,  and  com¬ 
plained  of  great  pain  in  his  breafl  and  lide. 
Eight  ounces  of  blood  were  dired;ed  to  be 
taken  av/ay  5  the  antimonial  powder  was  re¬ 
peated,  with  an  addition  of  one  grain  of  ca¬ 
lomel  •  and  he  was  directed  to  drink  fre¬ 
quently  a  cup-full  of  pedloral  decodlion,  to  a 
quart  of  which  was  added  one  ounce  and  a 
half  of  Mindererus’s  fpirit. 

9th.  The  blood  taken  away  yefterday 
was  very  fizy,  the  pain  in  the  breafl  and 
fide  much  abated,  but  the  cough  very  trou- 
blefome,  and  the  expedorated  phlegm  ftreak- 
ed  Vvdth  blood.  The  Inoculated  parts  were 
now  difcoloured,  fhewed  evident  figns  of  in- 
fedion,  and  that  we  fhould  foon  have  the 
fmall  pox  to  encounter  together  with  the  pe- 
ripneumonic  difprder,

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loth.  Very  reftlefs  all  the  night,  coughecf 
much,  and  with  great  difficulty  expedtorated 
brown  vifcid  pjilegiiip  The  bleeding  was  re¬ 
peated,  and  the  ufe  of  the  antimonial  pow¬ 
der  and  other  medicines  continued  ;  which 
had  every  day  procured  fome  ftools,  and 
fupported  a  conftant  breathing  fweat, 

i  r 

iith.  The  blood  was  dill  found  fizy,  and 
the  fever,  cough,  difficulty  of  refpiration  and 
expedloration,  were  increafed.  The  progrefs 
of  infedtion  in  the  arm  was  flow,  but  fl:iewed, 
however,  that  the  eruptive  fever  would  foon 
come  on  ;  and  I  was  apprehenfive  that  it 
would  be  fo  confounded  with  the  peripneu- 
monic  diforder  as  to  caufe  much  perplexity. 
I  determined  neverthelefs  to  attempt  to  relieve 
the  latter'  by  whatever  mean^  I  could,^  and 
wait  the  event  :  and  therefore  ordered  more 
blood  to  be  taken,  a  bliftering  plaifter  to  be 
applied  between  •  the  fhoulders,  and  a  fmall 
quantity  of  gum  ammoniacum  to  be  added 
to  his  pedloral  medicines.  In  the  evening  I 
was  informed  that  all  the  troublefome  fymp- 
loms  were  confiderably  abated. 

It  muft  here  be  noted,  that  all  the  com- 
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pany,  who  had  been  inoculated  at  the  fame 
time,  were  now  ill,  and  moft  of  them  had 
fome  eruptions. 

1 2th.  He  had  had  more  reft  ;  but  though 
moft  .of  his  complaints  were  relieved,  yet  the 
fever  ftill  continued,  and  he  expedibrated 
with  difficulty  fome  very  dark-brown  phlegm, 
fo  that  no  alteration  was  made  in  his  medi¬ 
cines. 

The  appearance  on  the  incilions  fpread,  but 
did  not  look  as  is  ufual  when  the  eruptive 
complaints  are  begun. 

13th.  The  fever,  pain  in  the  fide,  cough, 
and  difficulty  of  expedtoration,  being  again  in- 
creafed,  I  ordered  a  veficatory  to  the  fide, 
and  fome  oxymel  of  fquills  in  a  pedtoral 
mixture. 

14th.  The  fever  and  pain  of  the  fide  were 
abated,  and  he  had  obtained  fome  little  fleep, 
which  was  however  much  difturbed  by 
fudden  ftartings.  The  fkin  at  the  incifions 
had  an  unufual  appearance,  noteafily  to  be  de- 
feribed  |  and  inftead  of  being  inflamed,  as  it 

ufually 
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nfually  is,  where  the  progrefs  of  the  infec¬ 
tion  is  favourable,  and  not  interrupted  by 
fome  extraordinary  accident,  it  was  of  a  pale 
hue.  ■  ...

15th.  Hehadrefted  ill,  and  the  cough  was 
fo  troublefome,  that  I  ordered  more  blood  to 
be  taken,  and  the  medicines  to  be  continued. 
The  incifions  this  day  looked  like  puftules 
irregularly  lhaped,  and  a  fluid  appeared  under 
the  cuticle* 

1 6th.  All  fymptoms  were  more  moderate  ; 
two  puftules  were  difeovered  in  the  face,  and 
thofe  at  the  inciflons  feemed  tending, to  ma« 
turation. 

17th.  All  complaints  much  ealier  1  •  the 
puftules  at  the  inciflons  were  more  elevatedy 
and  had  matter  in  them  5  but  the  others  were 
but  little  advanced,  and  looked  pale. 

1 8th.  He  was  in  all  refpedts  fo  much  better, 
that  he  ventured  to  ride  out  on  horfeback,  and 
I  was  releafed  from  my  attendance  5  nor  did 
I  fee  him  afterwards  till  he  called  at  my  houfe 
in  good  health  on  the  5th  of  Ju!y»  But  he 

then 
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then  informed  me^  that  in  the  afternoon  of 
the  I  pth  of  June,  the  day  after  I  took  my 
leave  of  him,  he  had  been  extremely  hot 
and  feverifli ;  was  relieved  on  the  iotli 
from  all  feverifh  fymptoms,  and  difcovered 
a  great  number  of  puftules,  which  rofe, 
filled^  and  ripened  without  any  further  ill- 
nefs  ;  fo  that  he  did  not  think  it  neceffary 
to  fend  me  any  notice  of  them.  Looking 
in  his  face,  I  faw  about  thirty  m.arks  of 
fmall-pox,  which  confirmed  the  truth  of 
his  report. 

I  have  alfo  fince  received  a  very  fatisfac- 
tory  account  that  many  puftules  in  his  face 
and  other  parts,  which  came  out  after  the 
time  I  faw  him,  ftayed  a  proper  time,  and 
maturated  completely^ 

CASE  XVIII. 

A  middle-aged  man,  on  the  fixth  day 
after  he  had  been  inoculated,  complained 
of  pain  in  his  head  and  back,  and  had  a 
flight  degree  of  fever.  The  complaints 
remained  till  the  8th,  when  there  appeared 
fome  eruptions  on  the  face  which  I  took  to 
be  variolous :  but  it  is  to  be  noted  that 

Q  having 
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having  lived  pretty  freely,  his  face  was 
very  red  and  full  of  pimples ;  and  neither 
the  preparation  nor  medicines  had  much 
altered  that  appearance ;  fo  that  it  v/as  no 
matter  to  diftinguifli  between  thofe 
which  were  habitual  to  him,  and  the  fre(h 
ones.  The  arm  at  this  time  was  very  con- 
liderably  inflamed,  as  is  ufual  about  the 
time  of  eruption. 

On  the  pth  he  was  perfedlly  v/ell,  and 
no  more  eruptions  fliev/ed  themfelves. 

Having  had  feveral  patients  who  un¬ 
doubtedly  paffed  through  the  diftemper 
with  no  more  illnefs  than  this  man  had 
felt,  and  fometimes  even  without  any  erup¬ 
tion,  I  really  thought  that  the  affair  was 
over. 

/  On  th^  10th  he  took  a  la^ratlve  draught, 
a  piece  of  mutton,  and  drank  fome  ale. 
On  the  afternoon  of  the  fame  day  I  found 
him  complaining  of  a  pain  in  his  head, 
which  he  thought  was  occafioned  by  his 
venturing  abroad  during  the  operation  of 
the  ptirge.  He  had  now  more  fever  than 

.  at

St  any  other  time  before  ;  however,  as  he 
•averred  that  his  complaints  werefucli  as  he 
ufually  felt  from  a  flight  cold,  I  did  not 
apprehend  any  thing  more. 

On  the  1 1  th  in  the  morning  he  was  fcill 
much  indifpofed,  and  had  refled  ill. 
In  the  evening  of  the  fame  day  I  found 
him  much  better,  but  he  faid  there  were 
more  puflules  on  his  back.  Thefe  I  did 
not  fee.

Next  morning  I  found  he  was  gone  to  a 
friend’s  houfe,  having  left  word  that  he 
was  quite  well,  and  I  fhould  hear  from 
him  if  there  was  pccafion.

On  the  14th  I  was  defired  to  vifit 
him,  when  I  found  a  moderate  number  of 
frefli  puflules  on  the  face  and  limbs,  and 
in  fuchflorwardnefs,  that  I  was  convinced' 
they  had  been  out  ever  fince  his  removal ; 
which  indeed  was  confirmed  by  the  account 
he  gave  me  ;  thefe  maturated  kindly,  and 
he  remains  in  good  health.

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CASE  XIX. 

A  gentleman's  foa  in  perfefl:  health,  be^ 
tween  four  and  five  years  of  age,  on  the 
third  day  after  inoculation  voided  a  long 
round  worm  alive,  after  having  taken  on 
the  preceding  night  a  dofe  ‘of  mercurial 
phyfic.  No  ligns  of  worms  had  hitherto 
been  obferved  in  hirn,  and  he  afterwards 
feemed  to  be  quite  well,  till  the  fymptonis 
vchich  ufualiy  precede  the  fmall-pox  came 
on. 

After  a  very  moderate  illefs,  an  eruption 
of  about  tv/enty  puftiiles  fucceeded,  and  all 
complaints  then  ceafed ;  fo  that  on  the  4th 
day  after  the  eruption,  I  propofeci,  and  ^ 
was  permitted^  to  difeontinue  my  vifitsfor 
the  prefent.  I  called  again  however  on  the 
6th  day,  and  found  him  well  as  ufual,  and 
at  play,  the  puftules  being  then  nearly  ma¬ 
turated. 

I  was  informed,  however,  that  in  the 
night  of  the  4th  day,  he  had  been  hot, 
fever! fii,  and  reftlefs ;  was  very  well  the 
day  following,  and  hot  again  at  night,  but 


in 
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in  a  Icffer  degree  ;  fo  that  this  flight  illnefs 
did  not  then  give  the  leafl:  alarm.  But  on 
the  yth  day  early  in  the  morning  I  was  called 
up  to  viflt  him  as  foon  as  poffible,  and  was 
informed,  that  in  the  beginning  of  the  night 
he  grew  extremely  hot  and  delirious,  and 
foon  became  ftupid,  drowfy,  and  fenfelefs> 
in  which  condition  I  found  him,  grating  his 
teeth,  with  convulfive  motions  about  the 
mouth. 

The  puftules  were  at  this  tlrne  quite  ripe, 
and  looked,  as  they  always  had  done,  ex¬ 
tremely  well.  His  pulfe  was  very  quick, 
though  the  heat  was  now  moderate,  and  the 
refpiration  free  and  eafy  ;  but  he  was  fo 
comatofe,  as  not  to  be  roufed,  even  fo  much 
as  to  open  his  eyes,  by  any  difturbance  that 
could  be  given.  ' 

In  this  alarming  lituation  I  defired  the 
afliftance  of  the  phyflcian,  who  on  other 
occafions  had  ufually  attended  the  family. 
At  our  confaltation,  which  foon  followed, 
it  was  agreed,  that  as  the  fm all-pox  v/ere 
very  few  in'  number,  had  always  looked 
well,  and  were  nov/  completely  maturated, 

the 
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the  prefeht  fymptoms  muft  be  occafioned 
by  worms,  or  fome  irritating  caufe  in  the 
bowel  So 

With  this  view  a  dofe  of  rhubarb  and 
calomel  was  immediately  preferibed  and 
exhibited,  though  we  were  obliged  to  open 
the  mouth  by  force,  and  this  not  without 
ipme  difficulty.  The  operation  of  this  me¬ 
dicine  was  accelerated  by  a  clyfler,  and  a 
large  foetid  fiimy  ftool,  followed  by  fome 
fmaller  liquid  ones,  was  procured  that 
afternoon  o 

The  child,  however,  feemed  to  be  almoft 
totally  infenfible  during  this  time,  nor  did 
he  yet  appear  to  be  in  any  refpedl  relieved 
by  thefe  evacuations  :  blifters  therefore  were 
fucceffively  applied  to  the  back,  head,  and 
legs,  and  finapifms  to  the  feet  s  leeches  were 
were  likewjfe  fixed  to  the  temples,  and  rhu- 
‘  barb  with  calorheh  after  fome  little  interval, 
again  directed  ;  tin  medicines  being  given 
between  whiles. 

By  thefe  means,  though  not  till  a  confi-p 
dcrable  quantity  of  fiimy  and  extremely 
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offcnfive  faeces  had  been  difcharged,  fctne 
figns  of  amendment  appeared.  But  the 
child  ftill  remained  in  fome  degree  coma- 
tofe  till  the  fifth  day  from  this  attack,  after 
which  the  progrefs  of  amendment  was  very 
quick,  and  in  two  or  three  days  he  got 
quite  well,  and  has  fo  continued. 

CASE  XX. 

In  May  1766,  I  was  defired  to  vifit  a 
confiderable  farmer,  aged  68,  to  give  my 
advice  for  a  complaint  in  his  legs. 

About  two  years  before  he  had  been  feiz- 
ed  with  a  numbnefs  and  coldnefs  in  both 
legs  and  thighs,  which  it  was  apprehended 
would  end  in  a  palfy.  For  this  diforder 
he  took  many  medicines,  and  both  his  legs 
were  blifiered,  by  v/hich  he  found  relief 
but  from  this  time  the  legs  were  affedled 
with  troubleforne  itching  and  burning  pains, 
attended  with  a  fiiarp  ferous  difcharge  thro’ 
innumerable  excoriations.  Thefe  com¬ 
plaints  deftroyed  his  reft,  and  made  him 
unhappy. 


After 
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‘  After  relating  his  cafe,  he  told  me,  that 
as  almoft  every  body  in  his  neighbourhood,^ 
who  had  not  had  the  fmall-pox,  was  either 
under  inoculation  or  preparing  for  it,  he 
could  fcarcely  expedl  to  efcape  the  infedlion, 
and  had  therefore  a  ftrong  delire  to  be  inocu¬ 
lated,  and  that  his  wife>  of  the  fame  age 
with  himfelf,  was  likewife  delirous  of  it. 

This  propofal  induced  me  to  examine  the 
prefent  condition  of  his  legs  more  ftridtlve 
They  were  now,  he  laid,  in  their  bell  Hate ; 
that  is,  not  fo  full  of  pain  as  ufual  ;  they 
were  dry  and  fcurfy.  His  face  was  likewife 
fcurfy,  and  of  a  fettled  deep  red  colour ;  the 
confequence,  as  he  told  me,  of  a  repeated 
Erifypelas  in  it,  and  not  of  any  intempe¬ 
rance. 

Upon  conlidering  the  cafe,  and  rellefting 
that  the  preparatory  courfe  of  diet  and  me¬ 
dicine,  would  probably  amend  the  condition 
of  his  legs,  I  encouraged  him  to  piirfue  his 
intention,  -  and  both  he  and  his  wife,  after 
a  fortnight’s  preparation,  were  inoculated  on 
the  third  of  June. 


On 
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On  the  9th  both  made  fome  flight  com¬ 
plaints  ;  and  on  the  12th  the  wife  grew 
better,  on  the  appearance  of  a  very  few 
diftindt  puftulcs,  which  maturated  after¬ 
wards  in  the  moft  favourable  manner.  But 
the  man  fdll  complained  of  pain  and  weari- 
nefs  till  the  13th,  when  he  grew  eafier  in 
that  refpeft,  and  felt  a  fmarting  pain  in  his 
legs,  which  were  very  red,  and  had  feveral 
pullules  on  them.  Towards  evening  they 
grew  more  painful,  more  fwelled,  and  a 
further  eruption  was  difcernible,  though  not 
eafily  to  be  diflinguifhedj  by  reafon  of  their 
difeafed  ftate. 

He  flept  very  little  this  night ;  but  on  the 
14th  I  found  him  free  from  fever,  and 
pretty  well  in  all  reApedls,  except  the  pain  in 
his  legs:  on  which,  and  under  the  hams,  a 
great  number  of  diftind:,  but  almoft  cohe¬ 
rent  puftulcs  appeared.  There  were  feveral 
alfo  in  the  neck  and  face,  but  very  few  on 
the  body  or  arms.  He  had  all  along  been 
advifed  not  to  dir  much,  but  had  taken 
greater  liberties  of  walking  about  than  I  had  al¬ 
io  v/ed  of 

15th.  He 
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.  15th.  Fie  had  not  flept  a  minute  daring 
the  night.  I  found  him  up  and  walking 
about  die  houfe,  complaining  much  of  pain, 
but  faying  that  in  other  refpefts  he  was 
welb  but  he  was  now  rather  cool  than  warm, 
his  pulfe  very  low,  his  afped:  languid,  the 
colour  of  the  face  inclined  to  livid  and  pale, 
and  be  complained  of  faintnefs  and  ficknefs. 
I  could  not  avoid  beino;  alarmed.  The  legs 
alfb  >Vere  fwelled  conliderably,  but  not  in¬ 
flamed.  I  therefore  ordered  him  inftantly 
to  bed  ;  and  as  the  tention  was  great,  ap¬ 
ply  ed  a  catapiafm  of  bread  and  milk  (being 
what  was  nearefl  at  hand)  all  over  each  leg, 
and  direfted  the  following  medicine  to  be 
taken  as  foon  as  poflible.

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In  the  evening  his  pulfe  was  raifeci,  he  was 
eafier,  and  had  refted  about  an  hour. 

i6th.  In  the  morning,  after  he  had  refled 
fome  hours  in  the  night,  he  was  eafier^ 
warmer,  and  the  pulfe  better. 

17th.  After  a  good  night,  he  found  him- 
felf  free  from  complaints,  and  from  this 
time  every  circumflance  went  on  favourably  j 
the  pocks  maturated  on  the  yth  day,  his  legs 
however  were  both  confiderably  ulcerated  for 
a  fortnight  after,  but  then  foon  healed.  He 
remains  at  prefent  in  good  health,  and  feels 
iefs  uneafinefs  from  his  legs  than  he  did  be¬ 
fore  the  inoculation. 

CASE  XXI. 

A  middle-aged  woman  was  inoculated, 
May  15,  1765.  She  began  to  complain  on 
the  23d  ;  the  fever  and  other  fymptoms  were 
very  moderate.  On  the  26th,  an  eruption, 
diflindl  in  kind,  fmall  in  number,  fliewed  it- 
felf;  all  the  eruptive  fymtoms  ceafed,  and 
flie  feemed  perfedly  w^eil. 

On  the  2^th  flie  complained  that  her 
throat  was  fore,  felt  ftiif,  and  fwelled  j  but 
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as  this  is  not  unafual,  little  regard  Vv?as  paid 
to  it. 


3cth.  She  re/led  ill,  her  throat  was  worfcj 
and  it  now  gave  her  great  ^pain  to  fwaliow. 
She  had  alfo  been  taken  with  a  fhivering  fit, 
fucceeded  by  fever.  On  infpecfling  the  throat, 
I  could  not  perceive  one  puftule  there,  but 
the  uvula  and  tonfils  were  very  much  fwelled 
and  inflamed.  An  acidulated  gargle  was  di- 
redted,  and  a  lenitive’  purge,  which  in  the 
evening  had  operated  thrice  5  the  gargle 
had  been  frequently  ufed,  but  the  difficulty 
of  fwallowing  was  greatly  increafed,  info- 
much  that  file  could  get  nothing  down ; 
the  fever  too  was  rather  increafed.  Further 
help  could  not  now  be  expedted  from  inter¬ 
nals;  for  upon  making  the  trial,  liquids  re¬ 
turned  through  the  nofe,  I  diredted  a  blifl:er 
to  be  applyed  to  the  throat,  and  that  the 
fhouid  frequently  gargle  with  warm  pec¬ 
toral  drink. 

3  iff.  She  had  not  flept  a  minute,  being 
difturbed  whenever  flie  attempted  it  with 
fuch  fudden  ffartings  as  made  her  afraid  to 
fleep.  The  feveriih  heat  w^as  not  very  great, 

the 
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the  pulfe  extremely  quick,  and  all  the.  liquids 
file  attempted  to  fwallow  ftili  came  through 
the  nofe.  She  could  not  lye  down  in  bed, 
and  therefore  fat  ^  up  in  an  eaiy  chair  the 
greateft  part  of  the  night. 

The  puflules,  which  in  the  face,  did  not 
exceed  20,  and  very  few  appeared  elfe where, 
advanced  to  maturation  kindly,  without  re¬ 
ceiving  the  leaf!:  check  from  this  adventitious 
illnefs.  Her  fpeech  was  fo  much  affedted 
as  fcarce  to  be  underftood.  She  informed 
me,  however,  that  (he  was  fubjedt  to  an  ill¬ 
nefs  of  this  kind  3  and  had  once  narrowly 
efcaped  with  her  life,  but  had  never  been  fo 
bad  before.  I  diredled  12  ounces  of  blood 
to  be  taken  from  the  arm,  and  that  the 
fublingual  veins  fhould  be  pricked.  But  no 
relief  feemed  to  be  derived  from  any  of  thefe 
meafures  3  and  upon  infpedling  the  throat 
again,  the  glands,  uvula,  and  fauces  were 
very  much  inflamed  and  diftended.  The  toniils 
were  then  lanced  pretty  deep,  and  a  good 
deal  of  blood  being  difcharged,  the  fwelling 
'  of  the  parts  fubfided,  fo  as  to  admit  her  to 
fwallow,  though  with  difficulty,  a  little  pec- 
5  toral 
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toral  drink,  and  afterwards  a  few  fpoonfuis 
of  milk  pottage. 

June  xft,  fhe  had  reft-ed  but  very  little^ 
though  exceeding  drowfy,  and  worn  out  for, 
want  of  deep ;  for  the  fudden  ftartings,  upon 
clofing  her  eyes,  ftill  remained,  though  not 
in  fo  great  a  degree  as  the  preceding  night  ^ 
but  fhe  had  fwallowed  fome  liquids,  though 
with  great  difficulty.  The  feveriffi  heat  was 
not  very  great,  the  pulfe  quick  and  more 
feeble. 

On  infpedling  the  throat  towards  noon,  the 
fwelling,  though  fomewhat  abated,  was  ffill 
confiderable  enough  to  prevent  much  being 
fwallowed. 

In  this  dangerous  fituation,  the  operation 
that  had  adminiftered  fome  relief  was  re¬ 
peated,  and  other  parts  of  the  tonfils  and  fauces, 
which  had  not  been  wounded  before,  were 
now  lanced  pretty  deep  ;  a  large  quantity  of 
blood  was  difcharged,  the  parts  collapfed, 
and  in  lefs  than  an  hour  ffie  was  able  to 
fwallow  liquids ;  after  which  ffie  got  fome 
refreffiing  deep,  recovered  faft,  and  is  now 
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in  good  health.  The  puftules,  notwith- 
ftanding  this  illnefs,  advanced  very  kindly  to 
maturation,  and  turned  on  the  7th  day  from 
the  eruption. 

CASE  XXII. 

A  healthy  middle-aged  man,  rather  of 
a  corpulent  habit,  was  inoculated  Feb.  9, 1767, 
had  a  flight  cold  fit  (on  the  5th  day  in- 
clufive  after  the  operation)  which  lafted 
but  a  very  fhort  time,  and  was  not  fuc- 
ceeded  by  either  fever  or  complaint  of  any 
kind. 

His  arms  at  that  time  Ihewed  certain  figns 
of  the  infection  having  fucceeded,  which 
continued  advancing  to  the  9th  day,  when 
the  inflammations  about  the  incilions  appeared 
conflderably  fpread,  and  were  furrounded 
with  confluent  clufters  of  very  fmall  puflules. 
In  other  refpe<i1:s  he  was  perfedly  well,  and 
felt  not  the  leaft  fliffnefs  or  pain  in  the  axilla, 
or  elfewhere,  infomuch  that  he  began  to  be 
uneafy  left  he  fhould  have  no  appearance  of 
fmall-pox. 


On 
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On  the  loth  feveral  fmall  pimples  were  to 

be  feen  on  the  forehead,  which  I  fliould  have 

thought  fmall-pox,  if  he  had  not  at  this 

time  been  quite  well,  brifk,  and  hearty,  with-^ 

out  having  felt  any  previous  complaint. 

% 

On  the  1 1  th  in  the  morning  many  more 
were  to  be  feen  on  the  face,  limbs,  and  body, 
fo  that  he  might  be  faid  to  be  very  full.  I 
now  examined  him  again  very  ftriftly,  and 
could  not  find  that  he  had  been  in  the  leaf!: 
ill ;  and  on  enquiring  how  he  had  fiept,  he 
anfwered,  never  better  ;  for  he  went  to  bed 
about  ten,  and  did  not  wake  till  near  feven  in 
the  morning :  the  eruption  on  a  clofe  in- 
fpedion,  had  fuch  an  appearance  as  w^ould 
have  made  me  pronounce  it  the  fmall- 
pox  of  an  unfavourable  kind,  if  it  had 
been  preceded  or  attended  by  any  feverifh  or 
•  other  complaints;  but  I  muft  confefs,  that 
even  at  this  time  I  fuppofed  it  was  only  an 
inoffenfive  rafli,  as  the  patient  was  then,  and 
had  been,  entirely  free  from  any  com¬ 
plaint. 

All  this  day  he  continued  perfeftly  well, 
had  walked  out  of  his  own  accord  into  the 

fields, 
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fields,  and  in  the  evening  afferted  that  he 
never  had  been  eafier  or  better  in  all  his  life; 
though  as  he  confeiTed  to  me  afterwards,  he 
had  been  in  fome  company,  where  he  fmoaked 
his  pipe,  and  drank  his  fiiare  of  a  quart  of 
ale.  Still  the  puftules  remained,  and  in- 
creafed  in  number,  though  not  in  fize ;  and 
nothing  but  the  confideration  of  his  having 
had  none  of  the  complaints  which  ufu- 
ally  precede  even  the  llighteft  kind  of  fmall- 
pox,  kept  me  in  any  doubt  whether  they 
v/ere  the  fmalh  pox  or  not. 

The  next  morning,  being  the  12th,  the  at¬ 
tending  nurfe  told  me  that  he  had  paffed  a 
very  reftlefs  night,  with  much  complaint  of 
pain  in  his  head  and  back ;  and  I  found  him  very 
uneafy,  with  great  heat,  a  quick  pulfe,  and 
very  full  of  a  fmall  fort  of  fmall-pox,  indif- 
putably. 

Thefe  complaints  coming  on  at  this  unufoai 
time  made  me  apprehenfive  of  the  confe- 
quences.  I  gave  him  diredly  calom.  gi*.  iij. 
tart.  emet.  gr.-i,  and  advifed  him  to  get  up  and 
go  into  the  air,  but  not  to  fatigue  himfelf  too 
much.  I,alfo  directed  that  after  two  hours 

S  he 
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he  fhould  take  a  purging  draught.  [It  is  to-be 
obferved  that  he  had  had  ftools  every  day  re¬ 
gularly  ;  and  remaining  perfcdly  well,  had 
taken  no  medicine  for  fome  time.]  I  called 
on  him  again  about  two,  and  found  him 
walking  about  the  houfe,  when  he  faid  he 
was  better,  for  that  the  phyfick  had  worked 
him  five  times  very  fufficiently,  and  each  time 
he  had  been  abroad  to  the  privy,  though  it 
rained  pretty  fmartly, 

I  faw  him  again  in  the  evening,  and  then 
he  made  but  little  cbmplaint  of  pain  in  either 
head  or  back,  but  was  almofl:  inceflantly 
tei2:ed  with  a  fhort  ticking  cough,  and  com¬ 
plained  of  his  throat  being  fore.  He  then 
took  another  pill  of  the  fa’rfte  kind  as  that  in 
the  morning. 

'  Early  the  next  day,  the  13th,  the  nurfe  in¬ 
formed  me  that  he  had  been  very  reftlefs  the 
whole ’night,  had  put  on  his  cloaths  and  came 
down  (lairs,  but  was  now  gone  into  bed  again,  in 
hopes  of  getting  a  little  reft.  On  going  into 
his  room  I  found  him  alraoft  dreffed  again, ^ 
complaining  that  he  had  an  almoft  conftant 
irritation  in  the  throat,  and  finding  it  im- 
poftible  to  get  any  (leep,  was  therefore  com- 
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ing  down  flairs.  I  enjoined  him,  however, 
to  keep  within  doors. 

About  one  I  faw  him  again ;  he  had  had 
two  ftools,  and  was  better.  His  cough  re¬ 
mained  fomewhat  troublefome^  and  his  throat 
grew  fore* 

In  the  evening  I  found  him  in  good  fpirits, 
with  a  regular  quiet  pulfe,  and  he  had  one 
more  purging  flool.  I  ordered  another  pill 
of  the  lame  kind  to  be  taken  at  going  to  bed, 
and  a  bafon  of  fmall  white  wine  whey  after 
it,  alfo  an  oily  mixture  to  be  taken  occa- 
iionally,  to  relieve  his  cough  and  the  tickling 
fenfation  in  the  throat. 

The  14th  in  the  morning  he  had  fome 
comfortable  reft,  and  felt  himfelf  refrefhed  •, 
his  cough  had  been  much  better,  fo  that  he 
had  taken  but  once  of  the  oily  mixture. 
This  day  he  had  three  ftools  from  his  pill;  and 
the  fmall-pox  had  advanced  in  an  unexpected 
kind  manner. 

From  this  time  nothing  material  happened; 
the  cough  left  him,  and  his  throat  gave  him 
no  trouble.

The  pu Rules  filled  with  good  matter  in  a 
fhorter  time  time  than  I  ever  faw  fuch  a  num¬ 
ber  of  fo  fmali  a  fort,  and  many  were  brown 
on  the  17th  day,  being  the  7th  from  the  firft 
appearance. 

On  the  ipth  he  took  a  purge,  and  was 
perfectly  well. 

To  thefe  cafes  many  others  of  a  fimilar 
nature  might  be  added.  But  by  feveral  un- 
forefeen  delays,  not  in  my  power  to  prevent, 
I  have  been  obliged  to  trefpafs  fo  much  al¬ 
ready  on  the  patience  of  thofe  who  wifhed 
to  fee  fome  account  of  this  pradlice,  'that  I 
fhall  only  mention  a  few,  which  by  a  partial 
or  untrue  relation  might  poilibly  be  conftrued 
to  the  difadvaiitage  of  inoculation  ;  though 
when  the  particular  fafts  are  candidly  exhi¬ 
bited,'  every  juft,  occaiion  of  prejudice  wili 

undoubtedly  be  removed. 

* 

During  the  autumn  of  the  laft  year  the 
chin-cough  was  epidemick  at  Hertford,  and 
as  the  winter  approached  the  fmall-pox 
alfo  broke  out  in  many  places  3  and  'almoft 
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.every  child,  who  before  had  the '  chin- 
cough,  and  was  feized  with  the  natural /rnall- 
poXj  died  of  a  confluent  kind.  This, cala¬ 
mity  fell  fevereiy  among  the  poor  pf  this 
place,  many  of  whom  earneftJy  intreated  me 
to  inoculate  their  families  5  but  this^  was 
fcarce  poffible  without  fome  neceffary  provi- 
fion  could  be  obtained  for  them  from  the  pa- 
rifhes  to  which  they  belonged  :  I  therefore 
acquainted  the  clergymen  of  the  refpeilive 
parilhes,  that  if  proper  care  was  taken  that 
neceflTanes  were  not  wanting,  I  would  freely 
inoculate  and  attend  all  fuch  as  I  thought 
were  proper  fubjedis.  »

Both  the  gentlemen  approved  the  defign  ; 

but  after  a  Ihort  confultation  with  their  pa- 
rilhioners,  the  affair  was  put  off,  the  parifli 
officers  alledging  they  could  not  provide  pro^ 
per  places.

That  fuch  a  defign  had  been  in  agitation 
foon  became  known,  and  a  number  of  poor 
people  were  continually  foliciting  me  to  ino¬ 
culate  them  and  their  children  at  all  events, 
promifing  to  provide  for  themfelves  to,  the 

utmoft 
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utmoft  (?f  their  power.  Some  had  the  dif- 
cafe  already  in  their  families.  It  was  fo  much 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  others,  that  they 
‘Were  in  daily  fear  of  taking  the  infefliion,  and 
their  diftrefs  on  this  occafion  great.  Wo¬ 
men  with  children  at  their  breafts  in  want  of 
all  neceffaries,  yet  folicitous  for  the  fafety  of 
their  offspring,  preffed  me  to  inoculate  them 
and  their  children  with  an  importunity  not 
to  bedefcribed.  I  acquainted  them  with  the 
danger  attending  the  infant  ftate  ;  but  rea- 
fons  availing  nothing,  I  yielded  to  inoculate 
•all  who  had  not  the  chin- cough,  or  any 
other  dangerous  illnefs,  though  againft  my 
opinion  and  inclination,  almoft  againft  my 
determined  refolution.  Amongft  a  very 
great  number  of  fuch  fubjeils  of  all  ages  and 
conftitutlons,  and  where  fome  might  reafon- 
•ably  be  prefumed  to  have  taken  the  infedtion 
in  the  natural  way,  I  expedted  fome  difagree- 
able  events  would  happen,  but  the  probabi¬ 
lity  of  faving  the  lives  of  many  preponderated. 
The  following  however  are  the  only  cafes 
that  border  on  the  unfortunate,  and  the 
reader  will,  if  fkilful  and  candid,  eafily  place 
them  to  the  right  account.  .. 


A  motile?^ 
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;  A  mother  and  three  children  (one  of  them 
at  the  breaft)  were  inoculated.  The  chil¬ 
dren  had  then  the  chin-cough  5  but  this 
was  carefully  concealed  from  me,  as  I  had 
refufed  all  under  fuch  circumftances.  The 
youngeft  of  about  five  months  old  had  only 
five  or  fix  puftules  in  the  face,  and  not  more, 
elfewhere  proportionably.  She  lived  paft  the 
crifis  ;  but  the  cough  remained  violent,  and 
fhe  was  much  enfeebled,  and  died  as  chil-  . 
dren  do  who  perifli  by  the  chin-cough, 
and  without  any  one  circumftance  of  danger 
that  could  be  fuppofed  to  proceed  from  ino¬ 
culation. 

Another  weakly  child,  about  five  months 
old,  I  had  perfuaded  the  mother  to  wean,  in 
order  that  flie  herfelf  might  be  inoculated. 
During  '  the  preparation  this  woman  fell  ill 
of  a  fever,  as  fuppofed  5  but  on  vifiting  her, 

I  found  the  confluent  fmall-^pox  appearing, 
and  that  the  child  had  lain  with  her  con- 
ftantly.  I  was  earneftly  folicited  to  ino¬ 
culate  this  infant,  in  order  to  give  it  a  better 
chance,  which  with  great  reludlance  I  yielded 
to  >  it  had  a  very  fmall  number  of  diflindl 

puftules 
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puftules,  and  paffed  through  thedifeafe  fafely  i 
but  not  being  reconciled  to  any  food  but  the 
bread:,  it  died  foon  after,  languifhingfor  want, 
of  proper  fuftenance. 

Another  unfortunate  fubjefl:  was  alfo  a 
child  at  the  bread:,  one  of  eight  children, 
who  with  the  father  and  mother  were  ino¬ 
culated  together.  On  the  third  day  from  the  , 

inoculation  this  child  wasXeized  with  a  fever, 

) 

which  from  the  fymptoms  I  fufpedied  arofe 
from  worms.  I  gave  it  a  grain  of  calomel ; 
a  large  worm  was  voided  the  next  day,  and 
the  child  was  feemingly  better ;  but  the  fever 
returned  at  night,  and  continued  without  re- 
miflioii  in  fuch  a  manner  as  to  be  very  dan¬ 
gerous  in  itfeif,  and  prevented  any  diflindtion 
of  the  eruptive  fymptoms  :  at  length  a  con¬ 
fluent  kind  appeared,  though  the  number 
was  not  great  5  the  bad  fymptoms  were  not 
alleviated  by  the  eruption,  and  the  child 
died  early  in  the  difeafe. 

All’  thefe  cafes  happened  flnee  the  intro-  , 

'  dudtion  and  firfl: chapter  was  wrote ;  and  have 
confirmed  my  opinion,  that  it  is  better, 

both 
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both  on  account  of  the  fubjefl  and  the  repu¬ 
tation  of  the  practice,  to  defer  inocula¬ 
ting  children  till  they  are  about  two  years 
old. 

It  feems  not  improper  likewife  to  mention 
the  following  cafes ;  which,  if  the  whole  truth 
is  not  related,  may  podibly  afford  matter  of 
cavil  againfl  inoculation. 

A  fliort,  thick  fet,  middle-aged  man  was 
feized  with  the  ufual  fymptoms  on  the  eighth 
day  after  inoculation.  The  eruption  was  fa¬ 
vourable,  the  crop  moderate,  the  puftules 
large  and  diflinch:,  and  no  peculiar  care  v/as 
either  required  or  obferved.  The  pock  ma¬ 
turated  in  feven  days  j  after  which  he  took 
two  purges,  and  had  fixed  the  day  for  his 
return  to  London. 

Two  days  before  his  intended  journey  I 
found  him  in  the  morning  fitting  by  the  fire, 
with  his  hand  upon  his  head  ^  upon  enquir¬ 
ing  the  reafon,  he  anfwered,  n>y  head  feels 
very  queer  to-day :  a  perfon  in  company 
added,  that  he  had  made  too  free  with 
mutton  the  day  before  ;  but  this  he  denied. 
He  did  not  however  feem  much  indifpofed; 

T  h« 
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he  had  taken  a  purge,  and  I  expelled  he 
would  be  relieved  by  its  operation. 

Next  morning  he  told  me  he  had  a  good 
night’s  ileep,  and  was  perfectly  well  ;  ne- 
verthelefs  two  hours  after  he  fell  dowp  fud- 
denly  in  a  fit,  and  fenfelefs.  In  this  condir 
tlon  I  found  him  about  fix  in  the  evening,  and 
fo  he  continued  till  the  night  of  the  following 
day,  when  he  expired,  perfedtly  apoplectick, 
in  fpite  of  every  means  we  could  attempt  fp|r 
his  relief.

CASE  XXIII. 

N  E  morning  about  ten  I  was  defired  to 
vifit  a  poor  man  in  a  fever.  Two  days 
before,  in  the  evening,  he  had  been  feized 
with  a  fliivering  fit,  which  was  then  fuppofed 
to  be  the  ague ;  he  foon  grew  extremely  hot, 
with  pain  in  his  head,  back,  and  loins,  which 
continued  till  I  faw  him,  the  24th  Oftober ; 
he  had  kept  his  bed,  had  fcarce  any  deep, 
his  heat  great,  pulfe  ftrong  and  quick,  and 
the  pain  in  his  loins  very  fevere.  This  man 
had  applied  to  me  to  be  inoculated  a  little 
before  he  was  taken  ill,  on  account  of  the 
fmall-pox  being  very  much  in  his  neigh¬ 
bourhood  ^  but  he  had  not  as  yet  taken  any 
preparatory  fteps.  I  made  no  doubt  but  he 
was  now  attacked  with  this  difeafe,  and  from 
the  feverity  of  the  fymptoms  expedled  it 
would  prove  of  the  conflueht  kind.  As  he 
lived  near  me,  and  I  could  eafily  attend  to 
every  circumftance,  I  determined  to  try 

T  2  how 
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how  far  the  coolmg^iiiethod  might  be 
ficial  in-treating  the  natural  pox.  , 

I  found  it  very  difficult  to  perfuade  him 
to  rife  out  of  bed,  as  he  thought  himfelf 
utterly  unable_  to  fupport  himfelf,  notwith- 
ftanding  he  was  on  other  occafions  a  refo- 
lute  man.  Affuringhim  however  that  I  would 
not  attend  him  unlefs  he  would  comply,  he 
promifed  to  ufe  his  utmofl  endeavours.  I  left 
him  to  put  this  advice  in  pradtice,  and  or¬ 
dered  him  to  a  carpenter’s  yard  about  one 
hundred  yards  diftant,  where  I  promifed  to 
meet  him. 

In  about  a  quarter  of  an  hour  I  found  he  had 
reached  the  place  of  appointment,  by  the 
afiifcance  of  a  neighbour,  and  was  httinp-  on

a  bench,  complaining  of  great  weaknefs, 
and  pain  in  his  loins  ^  which  hedeferibed,  by 
faying  he  felt  as  if  he  was  cutting  in  two  f 
but  aliowed  that  his  head  was  eafier  lince  he 
had  been  in  the  air.  Findingthat  he  had  had  a 
flool  the  preceding  day,  but  none  fince,  I  gave 
him  a^pill,  containing  about  fix  grs.  of  calom. 
and  gr.  of  emet.  tartar,  immediately  5  and  as 

-  he 
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he  complained  of  great  third:,  I  permitted 
Fiim  to  drink  half  a  pint  of  cold  water  aft^r 
it.  I  advifed  him  not  to  fit,  but  to  endea¬ 
vour  to  walk  about  a  little,  though  ever  fo 
flowly;  this  he  attempted,  but  went  almoft 
double.  At  this  time  the  weather  was  not 
very  cold,  but  there  was  a  pretty  briik  wind, 
with  fmall  rain. 

About  a  quarter  of  an  hour  after  I  faw  him 
again  ^  he  had  refolutely  perfifted  in  follow¬ 
ing  my  diredtions,  and  faid  his  head  was 
greatly  relieved,  but  the  pain  in  his  back  and 
loins  were  much  the  fame.  His  pulfe  was 
now  much  altered  5  inltead  of  being  full 
and  flrong  as  before,  it  was  low,  but  quick, 
and  the  heat  on  the  ikin  greatly  abated. 

As  he  feemed  much  fatigued,  I  did  notin- 
fifl:  on  his  keeping  abroad  longer,  but  per¬ 
mitted  him  to  go  home,  defiring  him  to  re- 
frefh  himfelf,  not  to  pull  off  his  cioaths,  or 
go  into  bed. 

r 

At  two  o’clock  I  faw  him  again ;  his  pill 
had  then  worked  twice  ;  he  feemed  fatigued 
and  faint,  but  was  abroad,  for  he  faid  the  air 
refreflied  him,  and  his  head  was  eafier  in  the 

air 
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lir  than  within,  fo  that  as  icon  as  he  wa^ 
a  little  refted  he  came  out  by  choice.  The 
J)ain  in  his  loins  ftill  remained  very  griev¬ 
ous,  but  his  head  was  much  eafierf:  and  his

back  and  loins  became  lefs  painful  towards 
evening.  I  allowed  him  to  go  to  bed  about 
feven  ;  but  being  defirous  of  obferving  the 
full  effedl  of  this  kind  of  treatment,  I  or¬ 
dered  no  medicine. 

astli.  Had  but  little  reft,  and  his  com¬ 
plaints  nearly  the  fame  as  when  he  went 
to  bed.  His  pulfe  was  now  raifed,  and 
more  full  than  in  the  evening,  and  the 
degree-  of  heat  greater  than  over  night. 
•A  few  Tmall  puftules  were  now  begin¬ 
ning  to  fhew  themfelves  on  his  face  ^  I  di- 
tedted  a  purging  draught  of  infufton  of 
fena  &  manna,  quickened  with  jalap  j 
^dvifed  him  to  get  out  of  bed,  and  venture 
again  into  the  air.  This  he  did:  by  two 
o'clock  the  purge  had  worked  thrice,  and 
he  was  freer  from  the  pain  in  his  back  and 
ioins  :  more  puftules  now  appeared  in  the 
face,  but  fcatce  any  on  the  limbs.  He  had 
hitherto  taken  nothing  fince  his  firft  feizure, 
blit  tea  with  milk,  fage  and  balm  tea, 

loath- 
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loathing  all  other  nourijflirnent.  He  pers- 
filled  in  keeping  out  the  greatefl  part  of  the 
afternoon  j  and  at  feven  went  to  bed,  when 
I  found  the  pulfe  more  calm  and  regular, 
and  as  his  complaints  werelefs  violent,  he 
began  to  think  of  nourifiiment. 

26th.  I  faw  him  at  feven  in  the  morn¬ 
ing  ;  he  had  fiept  but  little,  had  one  purg¬ 
ing  ftool  in  the  night,  and  felt  himfelf  low 
and  languid  ^  his  pulfe  was  now  even,  full, 
and  regular,  and  his  heat  moderate..  Ma¬ 
ny  more  puftules  were  out  in  the  face, 
though  but  few  on  the  limbs,  and  his  com¬ 
plaints  of  pain  in  the  head  and  back  gone 
off.  He  took  milk  pottage  with  fome  ap¬ 
petite,  and  fpent  the  greateft  part  of  the 
day  abroad. 


At  three  in  the  afternoon  I  faw  him,  and 
was  told,  that  lying  down  in  the  bed  he 
had  fallen  afleep,  and  waked  almoft  choak- 
ed  with  blood ;  that  he  had  vomited  up  a 
confiderable  quantity,  which  doubtlefs  had 
been  fwallowed,  as  he  was  found  bleeding 
at  the  nofe.  From  what  I  could  learn  the 
whole  fcarcely  exceeded  fix  or  eight  ounces.

He  complained  of  faintnefs,  and  faid  his 
pains  '  were  removed.  I  ordered  him  to 
drink  the  pe6loral  decoftion,  acidulated 
with  a  mixture  of  equal  quantities  of  fvveet 
and  weak  fpirit  of  vitriol.  The  number  of 
puftules  continued  increaling  flowly  on  the 
face  and  other  parts. 

Late  in  the  evening  I  fiw  him  again  j  two 
more  purging  ftools  had  followed ;  he  com-’ 
plained  of  being  very  faint  and  low/ and 

feared  he  fhould  have  no  reft, 

' 

I  now  thought  it  proper  to  give  him  an 
anodyne  cordial,  and  therefore  ordered  mi- 
thrid.  which  he  took  immediately.  By 
the  help  of  this  he  paffed  a  very  refrefli- 
ing  comfortable  night,  and  thought  him- 
felf  quite  wel).  The  eruption  was  r|ow 
completed ;  the  fmall-pox  might  be  pro¬ 
perly  called  diftihdl :  though  full  in  the 
face,  he  had  only  a  moderate  number  of  a 
large  fort  op  4II  the  other  parts  ^  and  he 
went  through  the  fucceeding  ftages  without  ' 
pny  difficulty.

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CASE  XXIV. 


A  young  woman  who  was  fervant  in  a 
houfe  where  a  child  had  the  fmall-pox  in  the 
natural  way,  determined  to  ftay  there  and 
take  her  chance. 

December  25th,  1765,  I  was  defired  to  fee 
her.  She  had  been  taken  with  a  cold  fit  the 
preceding  afterncony  which  was  fucceeded  by 
a  fever,  and  the  ufuai  fyniptoms  attending 
the  eruption,  but  in  a  fevere  manner.  I  found 
her  in  bed,  making  great  complaints  of  pain 
in  her  head,  back,  and  loins  j  her  pulfe  ftrong, 
quick,  and  full ;  a  fiufliing  red  colour  in  the 
face,  and  the  fever  very  high. 

With  much  difficulty  I  prevailed  upon  her 
to  get  up  j  ordered  her  to  drink  feme  cold 
water,  and  go  abroad  into  the  air,  though  it 
was  a  very  frofty  morning,  with  fleet.  At 
one  o  clock  I  called  again,  and  found  her  then 
below  ftairs  walking  about.  The  heat  wnis 
much  abated,  her  complexion  pale,  the  pulfe 
fmall  and  quick,  and  all  her  complaints  con- 
fiderably  abated. 


U 
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The  account  I  received  from  her,  and  the' 
perfons  who  attended  her,  was,  that  upon  firfl 
going  into  the  air,  die  was  fo  feeble,  that  the 
nurfe,  and  another  to  affift,  could  fcarce  fup- 
f)ort  her,  and  it  was  with  much  difficulty 
that  die  could  walk  with  this  affiftance;  that 
die  drank  a  gilafs  of  cold  water  from  the 
pump,  and  before  die  had  been  abroad  many 
minutes  found  herfelf  much  eafier,  and  had 
remained  foever  fince.  It  now  rained  pretty 
hard,  which  had  obliged  her  to  come  in^  but 
die  faid  if  her  complaints  returned,  die  would 
certainly  go  out  again,  be  the  weather  ever 
fo  bad,  and  in  this  refolution  I  encouraged 
her. 

On  the  26th,  about  1 1  in  the  morning,  1 
vifited  her  again,  found  die  had  palled  a 
pretty  good  night,  and  had  felt  no  remark¬ 
able  uneafinefs  5  die  had  been  abroad  feveral 
times  the  preceding  day,  to  which  die  im¬ 
puted  the  eafe  die  enjoyed.  Two  piiflules  of 
a  dillindi:  kind  were  now  out  on  the  face,  and 
die  had  the  difeafe  in  a  very  favourable  man¬ 
ner,  without  the  lead  bad  fymptom  during 
rhe  progrefs,  or  any  ill  confequence  after¬ 
wards.

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CASE  XXV. 

Jan.  3d,  1766.]  A  healthy  young  man 
was  inoculated  in  company  with  four  of 
his  neighbours.  On  the  ii^cth,  prefuming 
that  none  of  them  would  be  ill,  I  went  ,to 
London  on  bufinefs.  Returning  on  the 
7th  in  the  afternoon  I  was  met  by  a  fervant 
who  informed  me  that  this  man  had  been 
taken  ill  on  the  5th  in  the  afternoon,  had 
continued  very  bad  ever  fince,  and  now  had 
fomething  broke  out  which  was  fufpedted 
to  be  the  fmall-pox,  and  that  I  was  defired  to 
vifit  him  immediately :  this  I  complied  with  , 
and  found  him  in  bed  complaining  much  of 
pain  in  his  head,  back,  and  loins,  wdth  great 
heat.  Some  fmall  puftules  were  out  in  his 
face,  which  I  perceived  to  be  fmall-pox  ^ 
this  was  at  five  in  the  evening,  and  much 
about  forty- eight  hours  from  the  firft  feizure. 

The  weather  was  at  this  time  exceeding 
cold,  and  it  froze  very  hard.  I  ordered 
him  out  of  bed  immediately,  to  drink  a 
glafs  of  cold  water,  and  to  get  fome  aflift- 
ance,  and  walk  abroad  in  the  air.  Upon  in¬ 
quiry  I  found  he  had  pafled  without  a  ftool 

U  2  the 
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tlie  whole  day.  Five  grains  of  calomel  i||, 
a  pill  were  ordered  to  be  taken  immedi¬ 
ately.  He  refled  but  little  this  night,  and 
next  morning  a  great  many  more  puilules 
were  out  in  the  face,  fijfiicient  to  fhew  a 
difpofition  to  flux  As  this  pill  produced  no 
manifeft  efledl,  I  ordered  fal.  glaub.  '^vi, 
diflblved  in  water  gruel,  to  be  taken  / 
immediately.  The  vehemence  of  the  fever 
and  other  fymptoms  were  fcarce  moderated 
by  this  eruption. 


Notwithflanding  the  medicine  and  the 
feverity  of  the  weather,  I  deiired  he  would 
get  on  his  cloaths,  and  go  into  the  air  a§ 
much, as  he  could  poffibly  bear,  and  in  the 
evening  ordered  him  to  be  carried  in  a  chaife 
to  the  houfe  provided  for  him  in  cafe  he 


had  been  ill  from  inoculation.  I  examined 
the  incifions  carefully,  but  there  were  net 
the  leaf!:  figns'  of  the  infedtion  having  fuc« 
ceeded,  either  by  difcoloiiration,  hardnefs, 
pr  any  alteration  on  the  fkin,  nor  could  he 
recolledl.  that  they  had  itched  or  given  him 
the  lead:  uneafinefs. 


a, 
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In  the  evening  he  came  to  the  houfe  as 
.ordered,  but  was  fo  very  feeble  and  full  of 
complaints,  that  it  was  with  great  difficulty 
hp  was  got  to  his  room.  Upon  inquiry  I 
found  he  had  vomited  up  the  falts  foon  after 
taking  them,  and  had  only  one  coftive  ftool 
he  had  complied  with  my  orders  about  get- 
ing  into  the  air  feveral  times  in  the  day, 
though  with  great  difficulty.  ,  His  com¬ 
plaints  of  third:,  pain  in  the  head  and  back 
were  at  this  time  very  great.  I  diredled 
him  to  lit  with  his  feet  in  warm  water  for 
a  ffiort  time,  and  on  going  into  bed  to  take 
a  few  fpoonfuls  of  a  laxative  mixture,  which 
was  to  be  repeated  till  he  had  ftools. 

9th.  He  had  been  delirious  in  the  night, 
but  refted  a  little  towards  morning ;  the 
number  of  pufiules  was  now  coniiderably 
increafed.  This  day  he  had  three  ftools  from 
his  purging  mixture,  by  which  he  was  re¬ 
lieved,  and  bore  fitting  up  better. 

I  oth.  He  pafted  the  night  eafy,  but  with¬ 
out  fleep.  He  was  very  full  in  the  face, 
put  had  a  ffinaller  number  on  the  body  and

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limbs.  No  complaint,  deferving  notice, 
happened  during  the  progrefs  to  matura¬ 
tion.  He  fat  up  a  part  of  every  day  to  the 
eighth  from  the  eruption,  when,  being 
blind,  and  very  fore,  he  kept  in  bed  :  they 
turned  on  the  eleventh,  and  he  recovered 
perfectly. 

It  was  remarkable  in  this  cafe,  that  the 
inoculated  parts  never  fhewed  the  leaft  figns 
of  infedion  ^  nor  did  a  greater  number  of 
puftules  appear  near  them  than  might  have 
been  expeded  if  nothing  had  been  done  j  nor 
is  there  to  be  feen  the  leaf!  mark  where  the 
inoculation  was  performed,  though  in 
all  other  inoculated  patients  who  have  had 
the  difeafe,  even  in  the  flighteft  manner, 
there  conftantly  remains  a  fear. 

It  appeared,  on  inquiry,  that  this  man 
had  been  for  a  oonfiderable  time  before 
in  a  conftant  intercourfe  with  families  in 
the  fmall-pox,  and  there  feems  not  to  be 
the  leaft  doubt  but  his  was  the  natural 
difeafe.

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CASE  XXVI. 

A  young  woman  was  feized  with  a  fever^ 
and  the  ufual  fymptoms.  The  next  day 
an  eruption  appeared  which  gave  fome  fufpi- 
cion  of  the  fmall-pox  :  on  the  third  day  more 
fpots  were  difcovered,  but  fhe  was  not  reliev¬ 
ed.  The  diforder  was  now  fuppofed  to  be  an 
inflammatory  fever,  attended  with  a  raih  ^  and 
as  file  was  extremely  delirious,  a  blifter  had 
been  applied  about  two  hours  before  I  firft 
faw  her.  The  face  Vv^as  extremely  full  of 
very  fmall  puftules,  which'  indeed  were  the ' 
fmall-pox,  and  there  was  a  coniiderable  num¬ 
ber  on  the  neck  and  limbs  ;  but  notwith- 
{landing  this  eruption,  the  fever  was  very 
high,  and  the  degree  of  heat  fo  exceffive, 
that  I  fcarce  ever  felt  a  perfon  hotter  5  fhe 
was  fo  far  fenfible  as  to  complain  of  great 
pain  in  her  head,  ilomach,  and  loins,  though 
very  delirious,  and  extremely  reftlefs.  She 
was  at  an  inn  much  ufed  by  carriers,  and  it 
was  highly  improper  £he  (hould  remain  there. 
In  her  prefent  fituation  I  was  fenfible  it  might 
appear  very  hazardous  to  move  her,  but  it 
was  evident  that  the  fmall-pox  would  be  con¬ 
fluent. 
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fluent  I  judged  from  the  violence  of  tlid 
fymptorns  the'  difeafe  v/ouid  be  dangerous^ 
and  the  event  doubtful,  and  therefore^ 
defirous  of  trying  how  far  the  lame  method 
audremedies  which  were  ufed  fofuccefsfulivin 
the  inoculated  fmall-pox,  as  well  as  in  feme 
cafes  of  the  natural  difeafe,  would  avail  iii 
this.  The  neceffity  of  removing  the  patient 
afforded  me  a  good  opportunity,  without 
any  imputation  of  rafhnefs.  "1  therefore  pro- 
pofed  her  being  taken  down  flairs  into  a 
patlour  under  the  room  where  fhe  then  lay, 
while  I  was  prefeot,  and  ready  to  aflifl  if  the 
fatigue  fhouid  be  too  much  for  her  ^  this 

was  confented  to  5  the  women  affifled  in

getting  her*  cloaths  on,  which  ihe  feemed 
much  pleafed  with,  being  then  delirious.  ’ 
She  was  altogether  unable  to  ftand,  and  #a5 
therefore  brought  down  by  three  perfons  in 
the  fame  manner  as  if  fhe  had  been  dead. 
She  was  then  placed  in  a  chairj  but  had  not 
even  flrength  to  hold  herfelf  upright,  blit 
'  was  fupported  in  that  poflure  by  the  w^omen

The  fatigue  of  moving, and  cliai)ge  of 
poflure  occafioned  a  faintnefs,  in  which  fhe 

lofl 
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loft  all  colour,  and  the  puftules  for  a  time 
difappeared  5  upon  this,  the  chair  Was  lean¬ 
ed  quite  back,  the  bed  was  brought  down, 
and  laid  on  the  floor,  £he  was  placed  on  it 
with  her  cloaths  on,  and  eagerly  drank  a 
glafs  of  cold  water.  Her  colour  foon  return¬ 
ed  ;  the  puftules  appeared  as  before ;  but  fhe 
was  confiderably  cooled,  and  her  pulfe,  tho’ 
it  retained  the  quicknefs,  was  not  near  fo 
ftrong  :  I  ftaid  with  her  about  half  an  hour, 
during  which  time  fhe  was  more  fenfible, 
not  fo  reftlefs,  but  feemed  languid  and 
tired.  I  ordered  the  window  to  be  opened, 
the  room  to  be  kept  cool,'  and  gave  her  three 
grains  of  calomel,  tart.  emet.  gr.  J*,  in  a  pill, 
and  diredled  a  purging  draught  to  betaken  as 
fqon  as  it  could  be  procured^  and  as  there 
feemed  no  occafion  for  the  blifter,  it  was 
taken  off. 

I  faw  her  next  morning  at  a  houfc  to 
which  (he  had  been  removed  at  a  fmall  dif- 
tance,  and  found  her  almoft  free  from  com¬ 
plaints  5  fhe  had  refted  moderately  well,  was 
perfectly  fenfible.  Thofe  about  her  dated  her 
Amendment  from  the  time  when  the  purge

(which  had  procured  three  ftools)  began  to 
operate.

She  was  however  extremely  full  all  ovef^

'ceeded  hy  a  fever,  and  the  fy'mptoms  that 
ufually  precede  the  fmali-pox,  in  a  very 
violent  degree;  thefe  were  attended  with  fuch 
sreneral  weaknefs,  that  in  a  few  hours  after  the 
feizure  Ihe  w^as  obliged  to  go  to  bed,  where 
‘  fife  foon“  became  delirious,  and  afterwards 
infenfible,  hermrine  paffing  involuntarily  ;  jn 
'  this  condition  Iflfft  faW  her  about  forty  hours 
afterlife  was  "taken  ill.  The  heiat_was  ex- 
ceffive,  her  pulfe  extremely  quick,  but -not 
ftrong,  aiid  a  few  fmall  eruptions  appeared  on 
'  the  face,  fufficient  to  afcertain  the  diflemper. 
Upon  raifing  her  up  (lie  did  not  make  the 

leaft 
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kaft  efFort  to  fupport  herfelf,  and  therefor© 
was  permitted  to  lie  down,  and  as  the  roorn 
was  fmall  the  window  was  fet  open.  Five 
grs.  of  calomei  were  with  great  diffieuky  got 
down,  and  an  infufion  of  fena  with  manna 
being  prepared,  the  perfon  attending  was'de« 
fired  to  give  a  little  and  often,  till  Ihe  had  a 
ftooL 

It  was  very  improper  that  (he  iliould  re¬ 
main  in  the  houfe  where  flae  was,  on  account 
of  the  farnily  ;  yet  there  was  no  poffibility  of 
moving  her  in  her  prefent  condition.  Next 
morning  I  was  informed  file  had  remained  in 
the  fame  ftupid  way  the  whole  i^ightj  but 
was  now  rather ,  better,  and  had  Ipoke  more 
fenfibly,  had  two  ftpols,  and  vomited  up  fotne 
bilious  matter.  '  The  heat  was  fcili  great,  the 
pulfe  (juick,  and  many  fmall  ponfluent  puf- 
tules  were  out  in  the  face  and  other  parts  | 
this  was  the  third  day  of  her  illnefs.  I  advifed 
her  being  got  out  of  bed,  and  the  windows  tq 
be  kept  open  ;  but  was  in  doubt  whether 
Ihe  had  firength  enough  to  be  taken  into  the 
open  aii% 
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In  the  evening  the  eruption  was  increafed 
confiderably  in  number,  and  Ihe  was  fo  much 
eafier  of  her  complaints  as  to  bear  being 
moved  in  a  cart  to  a  houfe  in  the  neighbour¬ 
hood,  where  I  gave  her  calomel  three  grains, 
emetic  tartar  one  eighth  of  a  grain^ 

She  had  fome  reft  this  night ;  but  the  fever 
continued,  and  not  having  had  any  more 
ftools,  I  ordered  a  laxative  potion  of  inft 
of  fena  and  mannas  She  had  three  ftools  be¬ 
fore  evening,  and  all  her  complaints  abatedl 
She  was  very  full  all  over  of  a  very  confluent 
kind.

This  young  woman  fat  up  the  greateft  part 
.of  feveral  days  after  fhe  was  quiteblind,  by 
her  own  choice ;  and  I  do  not  recolleft  ever 
feeing  one  with  fo  large  a  crop  of  puftules 
who  went  through  the  difeafe  fo  eafily ;  for 
file  made  no  cgmplaint  but  of  forenefs,  nor 
took  any  medicine  but  a  fevv^  drops  of  thebaic 
tindurc  at  bed-time,  towards  the  'crifis.

A  poor  man  about  3  5  years  of  age,  who 
had  gone  through  the  preparatory  courfe, 
came  to  my  houfe  in  company  with  feveral 
more,  in  order  to  be  inoculated.  As  foon 
as  he  came  into  the  room,  I  perceived  he  was 
ill ;  and  on  enquiring  he  told  me,  that  about 
two  hours  before  he  had  been  taken  with  a 
fit  of  the  ague,  and  that  his  head,  back,  and 
loins  were  in  great  pain.  Feeling  his  pulfe, 
I  found  a  good  deal  of  fever,  his  fkin  was 
alfo  very  hot.  I  knew  the  fmall-pox  was 
in  his  neighbourhood  ;  and  thence  con¬ 
cluded,  he  was  feized  with  this  diftemper. 
I  advifed  him  to  keep  abroad  in  the  air  as 
much  as  poflible,  and  direded  a  pill  of  the 
'  kind  already  mentioned  at  night,  and  a  purg¬ 
ing  draught  the  following  morning. 

Thefe  operated  four  or  five  times,  and  he 
<  perfifted  in  obeying  my  orders ;  the  fever  and 
other  complaints  were  not  fo  high  as  to  give 
any  great  alarm  5  he  had  a  pretty  large  num¬ 
ber  of  a  diftindt  pock,  and  went  through  the 
difiemper  very  well.

■  About  tbi*€e  m  tho.  aflemoon  I  vifiled  a 
n?ii(idl“e-aged  mm,  who  after  two  daysdllnei^ 
hadr  an  eruption,  which  the  neighbau;rs.  fet* 
pedted  to  be-  the  fmalUpox-’ ;  I  ffoMAdi  him  in 
bed^,  yery^  hot^  and  in  a  iweat;  his  pulfe- 
quick,  full,  and  ftrongi  his  f^ee  pretty^  full  of 
fmall-pox-,  which  had  begun  to  appear  in 
the  morning.  I  received  the  ufuat  accouu^^ 
of  the  preceding  fymptoms,  which  had  been 
pretty  fevere,  and  he  ffill  made  great  coiht 
plaints  of  pains  in  his  head,  back,  and  loin^  i 
t  immediately  gave  him  a  pill,  coBtakiing  c^l. 
gr.  V.  tart,  ernet,  gr.  which  I  had  taken 
with  me  upon  a  prefumptibn  that  I  might 
want  it :  I  alfo  infifted  on  his  getting  up,  and 
going  abroad  into  the  air,  notwithftanding:  the 
fweat  he  was  in,  which  it  was  my  intention 
pD.  reftrain  I  met  with  the  ufual  difficulty 
in  getting  this  advice  complied  with  3  hovv- 
ever  he  .was  affifted,  came  down  flaifs, 
and  went  abroad,  being  fopported  by  his 
yvife;  fo?  he  feemed  very  weak,  and  had 
not  been  out  of  his  bed  foi*  two  days  before  ;

faid  his  head  was  better,  and  allowed  he  was 
refrelhed  by  the  air  ^  I  delired  him  to  con¬ 
tinue  abroad  as  much  as  he  could,  and  when 
he  found  himfelf  tired,  to  go  in  and  lie  down 
a  little  ^  but  as  foon  as  he  was  able,  to  get  out 
again,  and  if  thirfty  to  drink  as  much  cold 
water  as  he  pleafed.  I  then  took  my  leave, 
ordering  a  purging  draught  to  be  taken  as 
foon  as  he  received  it,  which  I  concluded 
would  be  at  lead  three  or  four  hours  from 
that  time. 

Next  morning,  on  vlfiting  him,  I  was  told 
that  the  purge  had  operated  four  times,  that 
he  found  himfelf  confiderably  relieved,  both 
in  his  head  and  back,  and  had  refted  better 
than  any  time  fince  he  had  been  taken  ilL 
The  eruption  proceeded  flowly  ;  but  many 
more  puftules  now  appeared  in  his  face,  and 
other  parts,  than  before :  he  kept  abroad,  and

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his  complaints  continued  wearing  off.  Nexf 
morning  I  found  him  quite  eafy;  he  was 
pretty  full  of  a  diftindl  pock,  and  from  this 
time  all  went  on  well,  without  having  occa- 
fion  to  take  any  more  medicines^ 
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
